LONDON, Jan. 1 (AP).—The 
Allied invasion command worked 
without a pause for the holiday to- 
day, in line with Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's slogan promising vic- 


tory in Europe this year, as squad- 
rons of Allied planes again swept 
over the channel to bomb Nazi de- 
fenses. 

The invasion commander’s pre- 
diction was enhanced further to- 

day by the promise of Belgian Pre- 
-mier Hubert Pierlot that his coun- 
try would be liberated of its Nazi 
Mnvaders within “ a few months.” 

Some of the invasion command- 
‘ers have already arrived here— 

notably Lt. Gen. Carl A. Spaatz, 
‘who will command American stra- 
tegic bombing of Europe—and are 
‘busy with conferences and ar- 
“rangements for bringing in the 
other officers teat will complete 
‘Eisenhower's team, 

Soon after arriving, Spaatz con- 
ferred with Lt. Gen. Ira C. Eaker, 
¢ommander of the Britain-based 
Eighth Air Force, who is being 
transferred to the Mediterranean 
theater. 

Today was a day of solemn pur- 
> pose in London, as illustrated by 
a service in St. Paul's Cathedral 
at which such British officers as 
Admiral of the Fleet Sir Andrew 
Browne Cunningham and Air 
Chief Marshal Sir Christopher 
Courtney joined their American 
colleagues-in-arms while Lt, Gen. 
Jacob I. Devers, United States 
Army Commander in the European 
Theater until now, read President 
Roosevelt’s proclamation calling 
for a prayer “for all of us.” 

Altogether, this visible assem- 
bling of power for such an offen- 
sive as the world has never seen 
and the unending activity by high 
staff officers made this New Year’s 
day the brightest Britain has had 
for four years. 

The enemy across the water, 
himself, was drawing up all he had 
to meet the storm preparing to 
break upon him. 

Marshal Henri Philippe Petain 
was told in plain words what was 
expected of him. Hitler’s special 
envoy, Dr. Cecil von Renthe-Fink, 
said the German DNB news agen- 
cy, announced to Petain that “the 
Fuehrer expected from the French 
Chief of State and his government 
a loyal attitude when the war 
“would perhaps extend again to 
France.” This “loyal attitude” was 
“unrestrictedly promised by Mar- 
shal Petain,” the Nazi broadcast 
added. . 

Another German broadcast 
quoted Hitler’s newspaper, Voel- 
kischer Beobachter, as saying, “we 
instinctively feel we are on the eve 
of major events, The madness of 
the ever-increasing air terror, the 
decision to invade Europe, the fe- 
verish attempts of the Soviets to 
effect a break-through in the East 
-— these. are typical symptoms 
which justify the assumption that 
the main battle is impending.”

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AMERICAN DESTROYER SUNK 
IN COLLISION OFF NEW GUINEA 


Perkins Lost Nov. 29 — Coastal Transport

The destroyer Perkins was sunk 
in a collision off New Guinea on 
Nov. 29, the Navy announced to- 
night.

The Perkins was a 1465-ton craft, 
334 feet long, commissioned Sept.

1933. 

' The coastal transport we. a 230- 
ton vessel, about 100 feet long. It 
could be used either to carry cargo 
or personnel.

Thrust Toward Rumania 


A Moscow dispatch from Eddy 
Gilmore, Associated Press corre- 
spondent, said it was obvioug that 
Vatutin now was throwing his 
strongest force into the southwest 
toward Rumania in a thrust which 
already has all but surrounded 
Berdichev, the one-time headquar- 
ters of the retreating German com- 
mander, Field Marshal Fritz Von 
Mannstein. Soviet spearheads are 
within 50 miles of Rumania. 

The advance in this direction was 
the most rapid of all, Gilmore said 
the Nazis even were failing to de- 
molish bridges, so hasty was their 
retreat over the rolling steppe 
ground which is frozen but has lit- 
tle snow to impede the rapid move- 
ment of Russian. mechanized in- 
fantry and motorized artillery 
units supporting the tank spear- 
heads. 

‘Nazi Reports on Fighting. 

Col, Ernst von Hammer, a Ger- 
man military correspondent, said 
in a broadcast dispatch that the 
Russians used between 30 to 
rifle divisions—nearly 500,000 men 
—in the Zhitomir area as well as 
several hundred tanks, 

The German communique con- 
ceded the loss of Zhitomir which it 
said was “evacuated in the course 
of a heavy defensive battle.” It 
asserted that a Soviet assault on 
the Nikopol bridgehead deep in the 
Dnieper Bend was repulsed. 

The Nazi communique reported 
that German troops after a seven 
days’ battle had closed a “front line 
gap which had existed for weeks” 
northwest of Rechitsa in southern 
White Russia. 

There was © specific mention 
in the Soviet communique of 
fighting in the Nikopol or Rech- 
itsa regions. ‘ 

Premier Joseph Stalin in an 
order of the day signalizing the 
capture of Zhitomir ordered 20 
salvos fired from 224 guns in Mos- 
cow as a salute to the troops that 
took part in the operation. He 
said 28 units particularly distin- 
guished themselves and gave them 
the name of Zhitomir as well as 
recommending 11 units for deco- 
ration. Of the latter, seven were 
infantry divisions. 


FLIES ON HUNCH, FINDS WRECKS 
OF TWO 4-ENGINED BOMBERS 


Civil Air Patrol Pilot Reports No 
Sign in Great Salt Lake Area 
of 24 Missing Men. 

SALT LAKE CITY, Jan. 1 (AP). 
—A Civil Air Patrol pilot, flyin 
“on a hunch,” found the burn 
wreckage of two four-engined Army 
planes near the Western shores of 
Great Salt Lake today. Twenty- 
four men were reported aboard the 
bombers, 

Capt. Carl H. Hellberg, wing 
operations officer of the Utah 
CAP, sighted the two planes, miss- 
ing from the Wendover (Utah) 
Army Air Base, since Wednesda) : 
after flying several miles south of 
the area in which the search was 
being concentrated. He said the 
two planes apparently spun to 
earth after crashing together. One 
was destroyed and the other partly 
burned. There was no sign of any 
survivors, Hellberg said. 

“I wag assigned to the area - 
the north,” Hellberg said, ‘* 
worked on a hunch, however, and 
decided to cover all the territory 
to the south.”

Cairo, Teheran Conferees 
Agreed on Disposition 
of Islands, Army and 
Navy Journal Says. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1 (AP).— 
The Army and Navy Journal says 
that Allied leaders at the Cairo 
and Teheran conference agreed 
that the United States should. get 
the Japanese mandated islands in 
the Pacific after the war. 

These are the strategic, former 
German colonies of the Mariannas, 
Marshalls and Caroline Islands, 
awarded to Japan by the League 
of Nations under mandate. It has 
transformed some of the islands 
into heavily fortified bases. 

The Cairo meeting of President 
Roosevelt, Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek and Prime Minister 
Churchill pledged to strip Japan of 
the islands, but the communique 
made no specific reference on their 
disposition. Japan was not men- 
tioned in the communique from the 
Teheran conference, in which Pre- 
mier Stalin of Russia, Churchell 
and the President participated. 

There has been speculation that 
either the United States would 
take over the outposts or that they 
would be placed under some form 
of international control. 

State Department and White 
House sources said they had no 
information on the report, 

The Journal, unofficial service 
publication, said the conferences 
took up the matter of bases with 
the aim of preventing Germany 
and Japan “from ever again en- 
gaging in aggression.” The Jour- 
nal added: 

“Whether these bases will be in- 
dependently or jointly owned, 
whether a national base shall be 
available to the forces of the Allied 
nations, and how payment shall be 
made for use, were tentatively ex- 
plored. There was no doubt that 
China would be willing to permit 
the United States to establish a 
base on Formosa, but she would 
not be disposed to make a similar 
grant to Russia or Britain. All 
leaders were agreed that the 
United States should acquire the 
Japanese mandated islands.”

‘for the restoration of Formosa, as 
well as Manchuria and the Pes- 
cadores Islands, to China, 


STANDARD OIL’S

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FEA TAKES OVER 
ENTIRE FOREIGN 
FOOD PROGRAM 


Operations Formerly Un- 
der CCC and WFA 
Shifted to Comply With 
Roosevelt’s Order. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1 (AP)— 
Leo T. Crowley’s Office of Foreign 
Economic Administration took over 
today all the foreign food develop- 
ment and buying operations for- 
merly handled by the Department 
of Agriculture’s Commodity Credit 
Corporation and the War Food Ad- 
ministration, it was learned. The 
FEA is expected to make an offi- 
cial announcement of the move 
Monday. 

The shift complies with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's executive order of 
Oct. 6 which directed the charge 
but’ did not specify the date of 
transfer. 

Beginning Monday all food buy- 
ing abroad, either for home con- 
sumption or reshipment abroad to 
lend-lease countries and the fight- 
ing forces, will be done by the 
FEA. Its subsidiary, the United 
States Commercial Company, 
moved from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation last summer, 
will make the actual purchases. 

Both the CCC’s and WFA’s do- 
mestic food procurement, which is 
estimated at more than 90 per cent 
of their activities, is not affected. 
The CCC’s foreign food procure- 
ment branch is being moved to 
FEA without change in personnel. 

Since foreign food buying is ex- 
pected to expand, Government 
sources believe the FEA’s newest 
ecquisition probably will become its 
largest division. 

A high percentage of foreign 
food purchases now are made in 
the Latin countries, with Brazil, 
Argentina and Mexico supplying 
the largest share of food from that 
part of the hemisphere. 


U.-S. SUICIDE RATE DECLINES; 
PEOPLE T00 BUSY IN WARTIME 


WASHINGTON, ‘Jan. 1 (AP).— 
Fewer Americans are taking their 
own lives than ever before, the Cen- 
sus Bureau reported tonight. 

The explanation given was that 
people are too busy these days to 
give much thought to self-destruc- 
tion, 

Sample statistics through Octo- 
ber indicated a probably 1943 sui- 
cide rate of less than 10 per 100,000 
population, The decline began in 
1940 and continued in successive 
years from 14.4 to 12.9 and to 12.0 
in 1942. The record high of 17.4 
per 100,000 was established in the 
depression year of 1932. 


Exiled Yugoslav King on ‘Secret 
Trip,’ Report From Cairo Says 


Affairs of 


Mission of Young Monarch, Disavowed by 
Marshal Tito, Linked to Tangled 


Kingdom. | 


LONDON, Jan. 1 (AP).—King 
Peter, youthful exiled monarch of: 
Yugoslavia who has been dis- 
avowed by the Partisan leader, 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz, was 
reported today to have left Calre- 
for a “secret destination” and 
speculation arose immediately that 
some Balkan development was im- 
minent, 

It was recalled that a spokes- 
man for Peter’s government said 
recently that the Yugoslav “regu- 
lar” guerrilla army under Gen. 
Draja Mihailovic probably would 
not be thrown into the current 
battle against the invading Ger- 
mans until an Allied army invades 
the Balkans. Peter conferred with 
Allied leaders during last month’s 
Cairo parleys. 

The possibility was not over- 
looked, also, that the King’s trip 
might foreshadow an effort to 
settle the tangled affairs of his 
kingdom. Unofficial Yugoslav 
sources here said they doubted he 
was returning to Yugoslavia in an 
effort to unite the rival guerrilla 
armies. 

King “Forbidden” to Return. 

Presumably these sources based 
their belief on the Dec. 22 mani- 
festo of Tito’s Nationa] Council of 
Liberation which “deprived” Pet- 
er’s government of all rights and 
“forbade” the King to return until 
his homeland has been liberated. 

Both the United States and 
Britain, however, still recognize 
the exiled government although 
most of the recent Allied aid to 
Yugoslavia has gone to Tito’s 
forces because they have been do- 
ing the heaviest fighting against 
the Germans, : 

King Peter’s move came in the 
wake of an effort of the exiled 


Greek Premier, Emmanuele Tsou- 
deros, to achieve greater unity in 


his homeland where rival guerrilla 
armies also have been at swords’ 
points. Tsouderos, who conferred 
with Allied leaders at Cairo recent- 
Jy, in a New Year’s message ap- 
pealed to Greeks to unite and 
“constitute a single army embodied 
in the Allied army” and said Al- 
lied Maison officers were author- 
ized to act as intermediaries to 
settle differences, 

“The commander-in-chief of the 
Allied forces also will be your com- 
mander-in-chief,” he said. “Youg 
efforts will be co-ordinated by him.” 

Germans Report Victories. 

Contradictory reports came, 
meanwhile, from Berlin and Tito’s 
headquarters on the bitter fight- 
ing along the Yugoslav front. 

Berlin, asserting that the sixth 
major Nazi drive to crush the 
guerrillas finally had turned to 
victories, said that Partisan activ- 
ity in Bosnia and Montenegro as 
well as in Albania had been “thor- 
oughly liquidated.” 

Tito’s communique gave no hint 
of defeat, reporting that his forces 
were maintaining their offensives 
in Hercegovina, Montenegro and 
parts of Bosnia and registering 
new successes elsewhere. It said 
the Germans had been thrown back 
from the town of Ljubinje in Her- 
cegovinia and from Bela in Slo 
venia, 

The Germans said 37,799 Parti- 
sans had been killed and 49,659 
captured since September. This as- 
sertion came little more than 24 
hours after King Peter’s Yugoslav 
government in a statement de- 
clared that Tito’s forces had suf- 
fered irreparable losses, were de- 
prived of all possible outside sup- 
port and that many bands were 
disintegrating. It said 14,000 Par- 
tisans had been isolated in the 
Dinara Alps.

30 days, said Arthur 
H. Bunker, WPB vice-chairman, 
cutbacks may reduce . monthly 
aluminum output by. 40 million 
pounds. Last night’s orders will 
cut 12 million pounds from 
monthly production. 

Alcoa already has curtailed pro- 
duction in its plants at Alcoa, 
Tenn.; Baden, N. C., and Massena, 
N. Y., and has reduced output of 
alumina, a preliminary stage in 
aluminum production, at its plants 
in Baton Rouge, La., and East St. '' 
Louis, Il. 

Production curtailment, the WPB 
announcement said, was made pos- 
sible by “the ample production of 
aluminum ingots at this time,” 
the New York and New Jersey 
plants being chosen because their 
power supply comes from coal and 
because the alumina they work 
with must be hauled from the Mis-

164 NAZI SAILORS PICKED UP 
BY IRISH SHIP, LANDED IN EIRE 


LONDON, Jan. 1 (AP).—The 
Hire Government’s Information 
Bureau announced today that 164 
German seamen, possibly survivors 
of the Bay of Biscay fight of Dec. 
28 in which three Nazi destroyers 
were sunk, had been picked up by 
the Irish ship Kerlogue and landed 
at Queenstown in neutral Etre. 
Presumably they will be interned. 

There was a possibility that some 
of the rescued men were the crew 
of the German blockade runner 
sunk by aircraft in the Bay of 
Biscay, the,day before the battle 
with the destroyers. 

Following the action in which 
the British cruisers Glasgow and 
Enterprise sank three of 11 Ger- 


man destroyers, Allied aircraft re- 
ported seeing about 150 survivors 


in lifeboats. About 70 crewmen 
were seen abandoning the burn- 
ing blockade runner the day be- 
fore.

Reporter Finds Filling 
Out Return Is Evening’s 
Task, but Not Too For- 


midable.

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That unstamped window en- 
velope in next Tuesday or Wednes- 
day morning’s mail will contain 


the blank forms issued by the 


United States Government for 
“Income and Victory Tax Return— 
Calendar Year 1943.” 

The public will. have two weeks 
to work on the forms, and to try 
‘the various headache remedies 
mentioned on radio programs, be- 
fore going to the office of the 
Collector of Internal Revenue for 
any official information or help 
in preparing returns. 

Official information and help will 
be given beginning Monday, Jan. 
17, at a basement office in the 
Federal building, Twelfth boule- 
vard and Market street. The of- 
fice will be open from 8:15 to 5 
p. m. every weekday until March 
15 deadline; evening hours may be 
added if the daytime periods prove 
insufficient. 

Up to Jan. 17, it was said at the 
Collector's office last week, the’ 
staff will be unable to help callers 
in preparing individual returns. 
The office force will be occupied 
with preparations for the later 
rush of information-seekers and 
taxpayers, and in making the 
members letter-perfect in the lore 
of “Income Tax Net Income,” “Vic- 
tory Tax Net Income,” and “For- 
giveness Feature,” which are high- 
lighted in the blank forms, and 
about which many inquiries are 
expected. 

“Also,” Acting Collector Thomas 
P. Stanton explained “many em- 
ployers will not be ready before 
the middle of January to furnish 
information as to compensation 
paid to individual employes, and 
sums withheld from them, in 1943; 
employes cannot fill out the forms 
until thev get these figures.” 

Two Kinds of Forms. 

The forms to be mailed tomor- 
row are of.two kinds, No, 1040, 
the “long form,” for those who 
used that form last year, and who 
have net incomes of more than 
$3000 to report; and the “short 
form,” 1040A, for those with less 
than $3000; the latter may use the 
long form if they prefer, and can 
get the blanks at any time at the 
Internal Revenue office. Many 
new taxpayers, who are not on 
the collector’s mailing list but 
who will be required to pay the 
tax in 1944, will be supplied with 
blank forms by their employers, 
or can get them at the Internal 
gsRevenue office. Names of more 
than 600,000 taxpayers in the East- 
ern Missouri district, comprising 
the City of St. Louis and 53 coun- 
ties, are on the Collector’s present 
mailing list. 


Inclosed with every form, long | 


and short, will be “Form 1125,” a 
slip headed “Statement of Tax Lia- 
bility and Payments on Account of 
Individual Income Tax Returns for 
1942.” This slip is important, the 
Collector says, and the taxpayer 
should be careful not to lose it, as 
it must be attached to the return 
which he submits on or before 
March 15. 

The slip will bear the taxpayer's 
mame and address, and notations 
of two amounts—“Total tax shown 
on your 1942 income tax return” 
and “Paid at time of filing and as 
result of bills subsequently issued.” 
The first is the entire amount of 
tax due on 1942 income, as shown 
by the return filed last March; the 
second is the amount which was 
paid on that tax on March 15 and 
June 15, 1943. In all cases, the 
second amount will be one-half or 
more of the first; in many cases, 
it will be exactly one-half. 

These two amounts are key 
points in the none-too-simple job 
of making out the return. Those 
who use the long form will enter 
the first sum, the entire income 
tax for 1942, in line 17, page 4—a 
point where the going might other- 
wise become tough—and the sec- 
ond sum,.tax paid for 1942, in line 
21 (b), on the same page. The 
sums should be the same as those 


shown on the slip, or there will be}.

“I believe also in the right of 
all American citizens to be free 
from exploitation for the benefit 
of the few. That applies alike in 
the case of the minority of irre- 
sponsible labor leaders and the 
minority of irresponsible indus- 
trialists. Whatever controls may 
be necessary for the regulation of 
industry also should apply to labor 
unions if we are to see the unions 
continue as instruments of genu- 
ine benefit to their’members and 
to the national society.” 

Assails Rulings by Bureaus. 

Other practices, attributed by 
Stephens to the present natibdnal 
administration, and denounced by 
him, were: Use of public funds to 
build up city political machines; 
arbitrary decisions of Government 
bureaus, without court review; 
“vast propaganda machine” set up 
by the executive to carry on a 
“smear campaign” against Con- 
gress; use of taxation “for puni- 
tive purposes and for advance- 
ment of Socialistic theories,” and 
Federal usurpation of rights re- 
served by the Constitution for the 
states and the individual citizen. 

“Win the War,” “Postwar Jobs,” 
“Agriculture,” “Production vs. 
Scarcity” and “Waste in Govern- 
ment” were headings of other de- 
clarations. -As to “America’s 
World Role,” he said: “I do not be- 
lieve that in the postwar world, 
America must become an interna- 
tional hermit or an international 
fairy godmother.

NEW YORK, Jan. 1 (AP).— 
Wendell L. Willkie says in Sun- 
day's New York Times that the 
United States has failed in moral, 


economic and political leadership, 
‘ and that as a result Premier Stalin 
has emerged as “the single most 

potent statesman in international 
affairs.” 

Writing in the newspaper's 
magazine section, Willkie said he 
believed President Roosevelt had 
“not gone far enough” in the re- 
cent conferences at Moscow, Cairo 
and Teheran. 

“That Mr. Roosevelt has not as- 
sumed leadership in working out 
these two underlying necessities— 
a political base for international 
co-operation and an economic 
base for international trade and 
development—is, I believe, a major 
disappointment,” Willkie said. “For 
the free forces of the world expect 
moral, economic and political lead- 
ership from the President of the 
United States today. 

“And the President’s failure to 
exercise it has already had its ef- 
fect all over the earth. 


Average Man Watches Stalin. 


“Today in Africa, in Asia, in Eu- 
rope, in South America, even right 
here in the United States, the 
average man is asking a single 
question. He is not asking what 
Mr. Roosevelt is going to do next. 
He is not asking what Mr. 
Churchill is going to do next. He is 
asking what Mr. Stalin is going 
to do next. 

“The United States has at least 
momentarily failed in ieadership— 
ee economically and moral- 

Mr. Stalin—and to a certain 
extent the ideag which he repre 
sents—has stolen the show.” 

Assails Selfish Politics, 

Willkie said that a pressing ques- 
tion was what Russia intended to 
do about the political integrity of 
Finland, Poland, the Baltic and 
Balkan states, and asgerted that 
forces were at work in both Re- 
publican and Democratic parties 
to “take selfish advantage of any 
. move that Russia may make with 
regard to these smaller states.” 

Some Republicans, Willkie said, 
were adopting “a policy of sus- 
picion toward Russia” in the belief 
that any anti-Russian feeling “will 
inevitably react against Mr. Roose- 
velt to the advantage of the Re- 
publican party.” 

“The offenses of the Democrats 
are equally glaring,” he said. “The 
Roosevelt administration apparent- 
ly also has its eye on votes in 
1944. It, too, seems to be angling 
\ for, or anxious to retain, the sup-

Willkie said that this country 
eould not affect Russia’s attitude 
toward the smaller states “by 
stimulating in this country distrust 
for Russia.” 

“We cannot impress upon Mr. 
Stalin the justice and wisdom of 
our ideas by using his country as a 
domestic political football,” Willkie 
said. 

He said the United States must 
recognize Russia “as an equal 
sang whom we desire to work and 
ive.” 

“Our attitude toward her must 
be demonstrably the attitude of 
common sense and not the atti- 
tude of prejudice or passion,” Will- 
kie said. “To achieve this attitude 
does not involve acceptance of her 
economic theories or approval of 
her religious or political ideas. 

“Russia knows our ideals. If we 
are to influence hers she must also 
know that no leadership in this 
country can successfully gain or 
retain office by playing to those 
who irresponsibly foment prejudice 
against her, 

“And, by the same token, she 
should realize that any attempt on 
her part to interfere in our purely 
domestic affairs makes it harder 
for the American people to accept 
her in good faith.”

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SCHOOL PENSION 
PLAN IN EFFECT 
ADS 300 AT ONCE 


305 of Group Past Age 70 
Are Teachers—Most of 
4000 Eligibles Expected 
to Join. 4 ie 


The St. Louis Public School Re- 
tirement System, authorized by the 
State Legislature last summer 
after an eight-year fight by St. 
Louis teachers, went into effect 
yesterday. 

Indications were that a large 
majority of the 4000 eligible school 
employes would elect to join the 
system. Up to last Friday only 
215 employes had stated definitely 
they would not join. : 

Under the plan about 350 em- 
ployes, of whom 305 are teachers, 
will not return to the schools next 
week, having passed the retire- 
ment.age of 70. They will receive 
pension ranging up to a maxi- 
mum of $720 a year and will get 
their first checks Feb. 1. ~ 

The amount of the pension is 
determined by salary and length 
of service. It will be increased to 
@ maximum of $1000 a year at 
the end of the first 35 years of 
the plan’s operation. 

Each employe joining the plan 
will be required to contribute 5 
per cent of his. salary up to a 
maximum of $100 a year, a sum 
which will be matched by the 
Board of Education. ‘ First deduc- 
tions will be made in payrolls this 
month. 

Board to Meet First Cost. 

Principal cost of the plan until 
the savings of the members accu- 
mulate will be borne by the Board 
of Education. A loan of $50,000 
was voted to the trustees of the 
fund for operating expenses during 
the next three years, and $250,000 
was appropriated to cover pension

“As we enter 1944,” he said, “the 
‘forces of evil and destruction are 
being driven to the wall and the 
forces of righteousness and free- 
dom are on the conquering march. 

. . But, when this war is won, 
there stil! will be momentous de- 
cisions to make and difficult prob- 
lems to solve.” 

The Ohio Governor, who recent- 
ly announced his candidacy for the 
Republican presidential 
tion, declared: 

“This year will determine wheth- 
er’ the place of the individual in 
society shall be strengthened or 
whether he shall become more and 
more. dependent upon organized 
government. This Government was 
organized as a protection against 
the power of the masses as well as 
the classes,” 

Warning against what he called 
the “ever-encroaching power of 
government,” Bricker said faith in 
system of self-government 
means we must keep it as near 
the home as possible. 

Touching on the postwar world, 
Bricker predicted production prob- 
lems would be acute when millions 
in the armed services and in war 
industries return to civilian pur- 
suits. — 

“Reconversion and utilization as 
well as the protection of private 
business must have more attention 
in 1944,” he said, “but. government 
and the industrial plant alone can- 
not maintain employment of all. 
Everyone engagéd in transporta- 
tion or selling of goods must util- 
ize his money and ability . .. to 
employ others.”

Maj. Gen. Frederick Anderson, 
chief of the Eighth Air Force 
bomber command, in an earlier of- 
ficial] report said it was not until

In advance of the public sub- 
scription to the drive, corporations 
in the St. Louis area are now be- 
ing solicited for contributions by 
the fund’s corporate division, of 
which Hickey and Walter J. Hein, 
vice-president of Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., are chairman and vice- 
chairman, respectively. 

So far 216 corporations have 
subscribed to the fund, as com- 
pared with 187 which made do- 
nations last year. Efforts are be- 
ing made to have 500 corporate 
subscribers, with donations of at 
least $100 each, 

“The prospects of bringing our 


campaign to a successful conclu- 


sion seem brighter at this time 
than ever before,” said Hickey. 
“The principal reason for this, in 
my opinion, is: that wartime living 
has served to place a greater value 
on good music, and that more peo- 
ple are aware of what the St. Louis 
symphony orchestra means to this 
city. 


| “The orchestra has come to be 


recognized as St. Louis’ foremost 
example of civic attainment, It 
has proved its worth as a morale 
builder, a source of good will, an 
advertisement for the city; and a 
very great cultural asset.

are here again, we'll be 

hearing many complaints 
about sinusitis. When there is 
head colds or influenza, germs 
may spread into one or more 
of the sinuses and cause infec- 
tion there. 


When the sinuses become in- 
fected, headaches may occur, 
The pain of sinusitis is often 
located in the face—over the 
brows or cheeks, or about the 
eyes. Chronic sinusitis may Le 
the cause of disorders in other 
parts of the body—as rheuma- 
tism or eye troubles, 

Sinusitis may cause a flow of 
“mucus” from the nose or at 
the back of the throat. But the 
infected sinus may be blocked 
up so that this “mucus” doesn’t 
drain out. 

Proper treatment by a physi- 
cian may do much to give relief 
and shorten the duration of a 
sinus infection and to relieve 
many of the conditions that ac- 


Nave that the cold months 


‘company it. Special treatment, 
such as washing out the si- 
nuses, is often needed to im- 
prove drainage and make héal- 
ing possible. So don’t needless- 
ly endure the sinus headache 
and face pains that your doc- 
tor might be able to relieve. 

Don’t try to wash out your 
own sinuses, for you can’t; 
sniffing water or salt solution 
up the nose or taking-nasal ir- 
rigations may. cause a spread 
of the infection to other sinuses 
or to the ears and mastoid. 
Don’t blow the nose too hard— 
blow «gently with the mouth 
open. 

If you have a head cold that 
hangs on, see your doctor. Use 
nose drops only when your doc- 
tor has ordered them. 

To build up resistance to in- 
fections such .as sinusitis, take 
care of your health; eat a well- 
balanced diet, get plenty of rest 
and sufficient exercise, fresh 
air and sunlight. And stay 
away from persons with colds,

When Charles P. Skouras Was Top Man 
in Movies Here~Eddie Lowry and Brooke 
Johns Headed Lavish Stage Shows.

This is the second of two articles on 
Charles P. Skouras, the former St. Louis 
bus boy, who today is the head of the 
largest chain of movie houses in the 
United States. 

HOLLYWOOD, Jan. t. 
T. LOUIS began a period of 
S Greek Renaissance early in 
1924 when Charlie Skouras and 
his two brothérs, Spyros and George 
built the de luxe Ambassador 
Theater—the culmination of years 
of planning for the ownership of a 
million dollar cathedral of . the 
cinema. The three Greek boys 
who had left their jobs as waiters 
and bus boys some 10 years prior 
to that date to go into the show 
business, were proud of their 
achievement, which was as modest- 
ly unostentatious as the Ringling 
Brothers Circus. Persons who 
passed by the theater for the first 
time developed sudden eyestrain 
from the flashing neon lights on 
the triple-deck marquee, and it was 
let out by the publicity department 
that the house had no less than 10 
separate rest rooms for ladies and 
gentlemen. Presumably one would 
be added for the kiddies at a later 
date. 
rlie Skouras, as head of the 
Skouras Brothers enterprises, now 
controlled the Ambassador, the 
Missouri and Grand Central out on 
Grand boulevard, plus some 35 or 
40 neighborhood theaters. He was 
top man in St. Louis motion pic- 
ture circles and had earned the 
right to sit next to Paul Beisman, 
the top legitimate showman, at 
industry banquets and meetings. 
He wore a handsomely-tailored 
dress suit which was distinctly not 
the cut of the one he wore when 
running between the kitchen and 
dining room at Hotel Jefferson. 
x *« ® 
Y now Charlie was an impre- 
B sario and a producer as well as 
a motion picture exhibitor. On 
the stages of the Ambassador and 
Missouri he was putting on some 


of the most expensive, lavish — 


and quite often boring — stage 
“presentations” ever to hit St. 
Louis houses of entertainment. 
Charlie spared no expense in the 
production of these interludes be- 
tween runnings of the feature pic- 
ture. He booked the biggest vau- 
deville acts in the country, main- 
tained a local “tiller” line of girls 
for each house, and got himself 
the top-salaried masters of cere- 
mony in the country to draw in 
the customers. 

As a starter, Brooke Johns, a 
tall, dark and handsome gent who 
could play four chords on a banjo 
and who could carry a tune pas- 


sably, was installed on the Mis-: 


souri stage. Johns built up an 
enormous following — especially 
with the aid of a so-called “per- 
sonality girl” name of Ginger 
Rogers. Johns was followed by 
Harry Rose who in turn gave way 
to Frank. Fay. When Fay mar- 
ried Barbara Stanwyck at the 
home of a South Side justice of 
the peace, Charlie Skouras, in a 
new tuxedo, took complete charge 
of the wedding. 


Charlie’s real claim to fame as* 


an impresario is due to his book- 
ing of Eddie Lowry as master of 
ceremonies for the Ambassador 
Theater. By far the most popular 
of the act announcers to hit St. 
Louis in the history of show busi- 
ness, Lowry lasted three consecu- 
tive years at the Ambassador and 
subsequently was brought back for 
return engagements of several 
months’ duration. Today in Holly- 
wood, as act booker for the Holly- 
wood Victory Committee, Lowry 
continues to work close with his 
former boss who heads several 
groups in the industry devoted to 
the entertainment of the armed 
forces, 

Lowry’s imitation of the three 
Skouras brothers in conference is 
still a collector’s item around Hol- 
lywood. The actor originated it 
between production. meetings at 
the Ambassador in which Charlie, 
Spyros and George invariably dis- 
agreed. They usually tore up the 
meeting room before deciding that 
the Flying Waldecks should open 
the stage show and not close it. 
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LAYING all three brothers, 

Lowry shouts and rages in a 

Grecian doubletalk typical, par- 
ticularly, of Charlie, who, after 
several decades in the United 
States, continues to speak in a 
rushing flow of words and sen- 
tences virtually unintelligible to 
the average listener unless he hap- 
pens to have been in meetings with 
Charlie or has heard him talk sev- 
eral times before, 

Charlie finds the form of double- 
talk particularly handy in flooring 
a film salesman in a debate about 
percentages. After a half hour or 
so of such dynamic conversation 
the salesman usually gives in and 
returns to his office to weep on 
the shoulder of his boss and swear 
he’ll never try to fix a deal again 
with a Greek dialectician, 

The brothers maintained a lav- 
ish suite of offices on the seventh 
floor of the Ambassador Building. 
Here they had a set of offices for 
their own needs, a film booking 
unit, a business office, the publicity 
offices, two projection rooms and 
a gymnasium equipped with a 
wrestling mat which Jim Londos 
himself had presented to the boys

in return for a one week-booking 
at the theater downstairs. 

Charlie believed in publicity and 
gave much personal attention to 
this department... Under the im- 
pression that if you paid for space 
in a newspaper advertisement you 
should get your money’s worth and 
use up all that space, he had his 
publicity boys set virtually the en- 
tire advertisement in agate —the 
smallest sized type. In this man- 
ner he could usually get in a good 
300 words about his shows while 
competitors trailed along a poor 
second with an average of a hun- 
dred and fifty. 

By this time the slogan “Skouras 
Brothers Service” meant that for 
the price of admission to a Skou- 
ras theater you could not only see 
a picture, a newsreel, a comedy

and a stage show—you could leave 
your baby in a special, nursery, 
avail yourself of the facilities of a

Noth- 
ing was too good for Skouras 
Brothers patrons. Charlie knew 
that a happy customer made a 
happy box office.

HARLIE’S attempt in 1930 to 
CF insta this good will into a 

chain of five theaters the 
brothers acquired in Oklahoma 
City was not quite as successful 
as it had been in St, Louls. An 
attempt to make the ushers in the 
neighborhood houses wear ties was 
discouraging. When he took over 
the theaters, Charlie found that 
the lads had been letting most of 
the patrons in the basement doors 
at 10 cents a head.. Very few 
tickets were sold at tHe box office. 
It was during the Oklahoma 
City regime that Charlie was sued 


’ for $500 by a man who owned—or 


did own—a ferret. The man 
claimed a Skouras theater had 
rented the ferret to chase the rats 
out of the house. The rats, though, 
had ganged up on the ferret and 
had eaten it. 

Discouraging as all this was, 
Skouras wag successful in putting 
the chain on its feet. It was one 
of several which the boys had 
acquired in the period from 1928 
to 1932. During this time they 
had become known as the most 
successful large-scale operators of 
movie theaters in the country. 

In creating their circuit the 
brothers had initiated a policy 
which; in most instances, they 
have followed ever since, They 
did not build new theaters against 
competition, but took over run- 
down houses, formed partnerships 
with. other operators such as 
Harry Koplar in St. Louis, and by 
this system of acquisition built up 
an efficient, well-operated circuit. 
Their St. Louis Ambassador was 
an exception in the non-building 
program. 

In the late 20’s the boys sue- 
cumbed to the attractive offers 
being made to almost every large 
independent theater operator, and 
sold their interests in St. Louis 
to another set of equally-famous 
brothers—the brothers Warner. In 
the sale, however, was the agree- 
ment that Charlie and his brothers 
would continue to operate the cir- 
cuit plus other Warner Brothers 
houses. The Skouras empire now 
stretched across the country from 
New York to California. 

At this period Charlie’s “Idea 
Meetings” were as much famed 
throughout the industry as they 
were contemplated with terror by

Those who had the misfortune to 
show up sans suggestions were 
openly ridiculed in front of the 
gathering by “Mr. Charlie,” as he 
was called by his underlings. They 
seldom came empty-handed a sec- 
ond time, 

A Saturday morning maution 
usually began something like this: 

Mr. Charlie: “Well boys. Wacha- 
gottobring op this morning?”

ESPITE the sideshow atmos- 
D phere of the Saturday morning 

meetings, ggod ideas for the 
improvement of the business in 
general usually developed. With 
the improvement of the business 
came the inevitable expansion, and 
in October of 1931 the Skouras 
boys took over the Metropolitan 
Theater Circuit in New York. 

The Metropolitan’s .main asset 
was that it was quite bankrupt— 
a situation relished by the boys 
who by now were specialists in 
building up bankrupt theaters and 
circuits. In a few months they 
had it on its feet and in the money 
again. New York had come to 
know Skouras Brothers Service 
and theater operation. 

Their success in the East led to 
negotiations with the Fox Corpora- 
tion with the result that they en- 
tered into a management contract 
for the operation of 550 Fox the- 
aters from Los Angeles to Kansas 
City. Charlie then came to Los An- 
geles to supervise the most impor- 
tant link—the California theaters. 
On taking over on Feb. 15, 1932,

Charlie found conditions so rotten 
as to be termed the worst in the 
industry by the industry itself. He 
improved the operation wherever 
possible, but in February of 1933 
the Fox West Coast circuit, unable 
to stand alone during the panic 
and bank closings of that era, 
filed bankruptcy. The total debt 
was a modest $15,000,000, 
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HARLIE and John Treanor 

were named co-receivers under 

a bond of $150,000 each. On 
April 5 the creditors, realizing that 
Charlie was the man beast fitted to 
recoup some of their losses, agreed 
to his appointment as a co-trustee 
with two bankers. Within a few 
months Charlie had so impressed 
the bankers that they turned over 
to him the actual duties of opera- 
tion with the power and title of 
general manager. 

During the past 10 years Charlie 
and his brothers have made the 
Fox West Coast circuit—now called 
“National Theater Corporation”— 
into the biggest chain of movie the- 
aters in America. As_president of 
the company, Charlie has active 
control of 636 motion picture the- 
aters throughout the United States. 

George Skouras, who is 49 years 
old and the youngest of the trio, 
now manages the interests in New 
York, while Spyros, who is 51, 
president of the 20th Century-Fox 
Film Corporation and has retired 
from active partnership with his 
brothers. 

Charlie at 55 is, next to Louis 
B. Mayer, the best-known and 
probably the most active man in 
the -motion picture industry. Sub- 
ordinates call him a “24-hour ex- 
ecutive,” which means just what 
it implies. Charlie is on call 24 
hours at a stretch. His famed 
Saturday morning idea meetings 
are still being held and more than 
often last until late Saturday 
night—midnight perhaps—at which 
time Charlie is apt to suggest to 
the boys that a couple of falls in 
the gym down the hall might do 
all of them a lot of good. 

Because of this sport, the love 
of which was inherited undoubt- 
edly from a couple of gods fight- 
ing it out at the Mount Olympus 
Sporting Club, Charlie is a re- 
markably physically fit man today.

ITH Mrs. Skouras, the St. 


Louis girl who knew he could 
make good, Charlie. lives in 


the fashionable Beverly Hills sec-. 


tions of Los Angeles. His son, 
Charles Jr., is currently taking his 
examinations for a West Point ap- 
pointment, while two daughters, 
Edith and Margaret, are married 
to prominent Los Angeles business 
men. 

Since the war, Charlie has been 
the most active man in the coun- 
try in the matter of Greek war 
relief, and has raised several hun- 
dred thousand dollars for this 
cause. He recently was appointed 
national chairman of the Fourth 
War Loan for the motion picture 
industry—a nonsalaried job which 
is regarded as a high honor in the 
business and which will keen him 
on his 24-hour schedule for several 
months. His aim is to sell a war 
bond for every seat in the theater 
industry. 

Among the theaters now con- 
trolled by Charlie is the highly or- 
nate Chinese Theater in Hollywood 
~——famous throughout the world for 
the signatures of scores of movie 
stars in concrete on the lobby floor. 

Standing in the lobby one night 
with Spyros Cardas, manager of 
the theater, whom he had brought 
out from St. Louis along with sev- 
eral others of his old-time employes, 
Charlie restlessly kicked his toe 
irreverently across the recently 
added signatures of Betty Grable 
and Lana Turner. 

Suddenly he turned on the unsus- 
pecting Cardas and, pointing to 
the signatures, screamed in _his 
best Grecian dowble-talk:

Since it was a matter of four 
weeks since this couple had 
served a Club de Jeudi dinner, 
they had time to save up a few 
stamps and came into possession 
of a four-pound eye of the round, 
one of the finest cuts for pot 


roasting.

TAKING A LONG, SLIM and 
very sharp knife, slits were made 
with the grain, about an inch 
apart, and into the slits were 
pushed strips of bacon for lard- 
ing. Then this piece of meat was 
put to soak in a mixture consist- 
ing of a pint of tomato juice, a 
spoonful of worcestershire sauce, 
a pinch of dry mustard, salt and 
pepper, a bay leaf and a sliced 
onion, This marinated for 24 
hours. 

Then the meat was removed 
from the liquid and, using bacon 
drippings, was fried to a rich 
brown in an iron kettle. When it 
was really. brown on all sides, the 
marinating liquid was poured 
around the meat and “pot-roast- 
ing” went on for about four hours 
—when the meat was entirely 


tender.

If you try this dish and it 
dries out in pot roasting, add a 
little hot water from time to 
time, so that at least about two 
cups of sauce are on hand at the 


finish.

THE FOLLOWING RECIPE 
Wwas used for making the cocktail 
sauce served over the lebster meat 
which was placed on lettuce which 
had first been washed and shred- 
ded: (for eight) one cup catsup, 
half a cup lemon juice, two table- 
spoons Worcestershire sauce, two 
tablespoons horseradish, eight 
drops tabasco sauce, one teaspoon 
salt, a ittle chopped onion and 
chopped celery. 

Spaghetti in the Italian manner 
is cooked in a huge kettle of boil- 
ing water with a little salt in it. 
The spaghetti is put in without 
breaking into bits. If too long, 
then hold one end into the boiling 
water until it softens and then 
fold in the other end. Cooking 
takes 12 to 18 minutes, depending 
on the spaghetti. Test with the 
thumb nail. When it is tender, it 
is done. Then drain in a collander.

AT THIS POINT some cooks re- 
turn the spaghetti to the kettle 
or put it into a serving dish. I am 
a heretic so I let cold water run 
over it for a few minutes and 
wash off all the starch. While 
that is going on I drop all the but- 
ter I can spare into the kettle, put 
the spaghetti back, put a lid on 
the kettle and, over low heat, let 
the butter melt and thus give the 
spaghetti a lift or two.

BROILED GRAPEFRUIT are 
quick and easy to make.

T’ll admit that it is disappoint- 
ing and disillusioning, even heart- 
breaking, for a fellow to come 
back and find that his girl couldn’t 
even be true to him for a few 
months, had to chase around with 
whatever man she could get.

Off the Records

HE first volume of the Delius 

Society set, which was origi- 

nally published in England, has 
been repressed and offered tg the 
American public (Columbia, 7 rec- 
ords), The recording is by the 
London Philharmonic Orchestra 
under the direction of Sir Thomas 
Beecham, who has always been 
one of the ablest, most zealous 
and, at times, most ill-tempered 
champions of this composer. One 
may be sure, therefore, that this 
presentation has been made with 
the: utmost musicianly care and 
devotion. Indeed the musical re- 
sults make this quite evident. The 
orchestra plays sympathetically 
and brilliantly and the recording 
is excellent. 

“Whatever may be said of Delius, 
the composer, he was certainly an 
arresting personality, with a 
strange personal history. He was 
an Englishman in that he was 
born in England and that some of 
his music was tinctured with the 
flavor of the British Isles. But he 
spent little time there. Of Ger- 
man ancestry, he was German 
trained and received his first rec- 
ognition in Germany, But . spir- 
itually he felt more at home in 
France where he spent the latter 
part of hig life and where he died 
in 1984 of an hereditary disease,

OF A PHILOSOPHICAL bent, 
Delius was described by his friend 
Beecham as being intensely indi- 
vidualistic, even super-Nietszchean, 
in that he repudiated all but the 
most elementary obligations to so- 
ciety and had a strong feeling of 
the individual’s primary duty to 
himself. But this so-called self- 
centered man had very little inter- 
est in getting his works performed. 
He never asked for hearings, never 
sent his scores to conductors and 
rarely attended performances of 
his own works. Another seeming 
contradiction in his natune was 
that, despite his intellectual affin- 
ity with Germany and his spiritual 
congeniality with France and 
Paris, his music was more con- 
sistently Nordic in feeling than 
anything else. The often remarked 
similarity to Debussy is superfi- 
cial and fades away with a closer 
examination of Delius. 

Delius, has never commanded 
a large following, not even in 
England. Whether this lack of 
intimate fellowship between com- 
poser and public is a condition 
that will be modified by the 
passage of time, is of course 
a matter of conjecture. On the 
basis of evidence supplied by the 
music itself, one cannot say that 
the composer has deliberately held 
his audience at arm’s length. On 
the. contrary, it is very gracious 
music, generally soft and invariably 
“covered” in texture, melodically 
agreeable and consistently free 
from any sort of arbitrary musical 
devices. Like every other serious 
and unaffected composer, Delius 
suits his language to his thought. 
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WHEN ONE LISTENS to long 
stretches however, one finds that 
a point of fatigue is often reached 
before the musical thought has 
been completely worked out to the 
composer’s satisfaction. This is 
true despite the fact that his short 
but pregnant germinal melodies 
are manipulated with an almost 
Wagnerian skill and that his har- 
monies have the shifting, elusive 
beauty of light being filtered 
through a curtain. of drifting 
clouds. ‘ 

Sheer beauty of sound then is 
not enough. There must be 
growth, tension, and release, all 
bearing an appropriate organic re- 
lationship to the whole composi- 


tion.

I am impressed by a descrip- 
tion of Delius, the man, offered 
by none other than Sir Thomas 
Beecham, “Like several other 
brilliant . conversationalists I 
have known,” said Sir Thomas, 
“he was fragmentary and inci- 
dental, rather than comprehen- 
sive and sequential, and dis- 
dained the humbler faculty of 
marshalling ideas with that 
semblance of logical order neces- 
sary to the mental comfort of 
any audience,”

THIS WOULD HAVE BEEN a 
very pertinent criticism of his 
music. The effect on the ear is 
equivalent to the visual impres- 
sion that would be caused by a 
heroic canvas done in water 
colors, 

The chief item in the Delius 
Society volume is the long tone 
poem, “Paris: a Song of a Great 


City.” Though there is some vivid 
description, particularly at the be- 
ginning and the end of this com- 
position, it may be characterized 
ag an introspective rhapsody. It 


is a chronicle of the composer’s 
cl 


sensibilities and might as 
have been inspired by Stockholm 
or Jacksonville, Fla. so far as 
any fidelity to local color is con- 
cerned. 

This is not necessarily an ad-| 
verse criticism. Obviously Delius | 
has a right to his own Paris. What 
makes the piece seem overlong is 
not its un-Gallic atmosphere but 
the prevalence of one mood and 


color.

went back to New York, had to go in box cars. A good chef 
puts a lot into his dishes that you don’t see, but his work shows 
up in the way the food steams, smells, tastes, etc. That’s the 
way Miles told this and his other stories. And the picture of 
Lunt and Fontanne and their gang going home to Manhattan — 
ought to be in print.’ 

AS IS TRUE OF MOST PRESS agents, there’s ag much of 
interest that belongs to Miles himself as there is to the people, 
events and times he’s known. For 16 years he was, of all things, 
a dramatic critic and editor. “Quite frankly, theres more money 
in press agenting,” is one way he explains the switch. But? the 
real reason he abandoned printers’ ink for the thespians’ grease 
paint, which he’ll admit under pressure, is that the bug which 
flies around between footlights and boards gave him a serious 
bite. He’s a playwright, too, wrote three plays, two of which he 
won't talk about, but the third was “moderately a hit.” It was 
called “Nine Pine Street,” and Lillian Gish starred in it. The 
play was based on the following well-known folk stuff:

A PLAY MILES LIKES to remember traveling for was

By Angelo Patri 


OME people pin their faith to a 
child’s I. Q. If it is well above 
a hundred, fine. If it is below, 
all hope ig lost. It is too bad that 
a useful tool like the I. Q. should 
be so misused. It is useful if it is 


|found on tha. basis of a child's 


powers, on his experiences, but it 
is misleading if it ignores his ex- 
periences and abilities. | 

I am talking now about giving 
a low I. Q. to a child who cannot 
read, write and work problems in 
arithmetic to the academic stand- 
ard. There are many people in 
the world who can do none of 
these things and are useful, suc- 
cessful, happy people. 

We had a proud hour in our 
school lately when Al’s mother 
came asking us to give her a copy 
of his record. He is in the air 
force and has been .recommended 
for officer's training and reeds his 
school report, For a moment our 
hearts sank, remembering that his 
I. Q. had been in the eighties, his 
academic work below passing, and 
then we remembered that in all 
his shop work, in every depart- 
ment where working experiences 
dominated, he had a hundred per 
cent or close to it, 

- The school had worked to de- 
velop the abilities he had and we 
had succeeded and here was the 
proof. He was to be promoted be- 
cause he could do well what was 
needed to be done. He could do 
anything with a machine and he 
could read what he needed to read 
concerning them and write any- 
thing he needed to write about 
them. That I. Q. was not a real 
valuation of a valuable human 


ing. 

The I.Q. that is based on aca- 
demic studies alone may not be 
an accurate measurement, you see. 
I¢ the person measured by it has 
abilities that the tests ignore, it 
certainly is not a true valuation. 
After the I. Q. has been found on 
the usual.test basis, it would be 
well to search a child’s gifts and 
failings to see if there is not some 

ndiscovered talent, some hidden 

wer. And it is wise, too, to keep 
searching month after’ month to 
see if something new has been 
sprouting. Growth comes in spurts, 
with suddenness often, with delays 
and rests and ups and downs.

fore neglected by domestic air lines busy’ with building up passenger 


volume. 

Although there are many higher 
estimates, the Air Traffic Control 
Division of the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration is planning facili- 
ties in the expectation that no less 
than 600 million ton-miles of mail, 
freight and express will be carried 
in 1950, as compared with less than 
15 million in 1940. 

The ton-mile cargo figure for 
1950 is the same as that forecast 
for passenger planes, which are 
expected to carry 20 milion per- 
gons that year. 

Edward P. Warner of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board predicts that 
50 to 150 million ton-miles of cargo 
will be carried. “shortly after the 

— 


Lower Rates Coming. 


W. A. Patterson, president of 
United Airlines, said that within 
10 years domestic air lines will 
carry 75 per cent of all first-class 
mail moving more than 450 miles 
and half of all express packages. 
Air mail in 1942 amounted to a 
little less than 16 million ton-miles 
or about one-fifth of all non-local 
first-class mail. 

Volume of air cargo, of course, 
will increase as rates are lowered, 
a new layer of commodities being 
brought into the air transport 
market with each reduction in 
rates. 

The average air express rate 
now is about 70 cents a ton-mile, 
whereas railroad express rates are 
@ to 17 cents. Railroads carry less- 
than-carload freight at about 4 
cents and bulk freight at less than 
1 cent. 

Nevertheless, when time and dis- 
tance are important considerations, 
there already exists a demand for 
air transportation of such items as 
machinery repair parts, tools, type- 
writers, electrical appliances, meat, 
fruit, flowers, vegetables and latest 
styles in women’s millinery and 
clothing. 

It has been pointed out that no 
plane in commercial air-line opera- 
tion today was designed as a car- 
go carrier and that the planes now 
used are converted passenger 
planes or bombers of designs in- 
tended for those uses. 


Specially-Designed Planes. 


The National Resources Plan- 
ning Board reported that a plane 
designed strictly for cargo and 
mail traffic may be able to in- 
crease the relationship of pay load 
to gross weight to 35 or 40 per 
cent. It concluded that cargo 
rates, including overhead and®pick- 
up and delivery service would be 
reduced to 18 cents a ton-mile, “a 
rate roughly equal, on an equiva- 
lent basis, to the present charge 
for first-class and parcel express 
shipments.” 

Glenn L. Martin says his com- 
pany can build a cargo plane that 
will carry an 80-ton pay load across 
the Atlantic at 300 miles an hour. 


On Dec. 11, the Navy announced 
that its cargo flying boat Mars 
had carried a 17%-ton load of war 
material to Natal, Brazil, making 
a 4375-mile nonstop flight at an 
average speed of 161 miles an 
hour, “ 

Grover Loening, eminent aero- 
nautical engineer, hag said cargo 
planes of a new design, with a pay 
load of 40 tons, would bring oper- 
ating costs below 4 cents a mile 
for capacity operation. 


However, it is expected that 
Curtiss Commandos, Douglass Sky- 
trains and similar planes now used 
by the Air Transport Command 
which has cut a pattern for post- 
war routes, will be employed in 
the immediate postwar period. 
Their continued use for some time 
fis expected on feeder lines for 
which numerous applications are 


pending before. the Civir Aeronau- 
tics Board. 

Following the immediate post- 
war years, it is expected that car- 
go planes with 10-ton pay loads 
will characterize a transition pe- 
riod, overlapping the former stage 
of development. Again, when in- 
creased freight volume, lower plane 
costs and refinements of equip- 
ment and operation. methods have 
reduced rates and brought new 
classes of commodities into the air 
cargo market, the march toward 
80-ton cargoes on long hauls will 
be continued. 

In preparation for postwar car- 
go development, Air Cargo, Inc., 
a research organization set up by 
16 domestic air lines, now is con- 
ducting an exhaustive study of 
plans for efficient service, includ- 
ing a survey of all surface car- 
riers with a view to ascertaining 
the most rapid and economical 
means of cargo transportation, not 
only between cities on air routes 
but also between other points. 

Col. Edgar 8S. Gorrell, president 
of Air Cargo, Inc., and also head 
of the Air Transport Association 
of America, told the writer that 
St. Louis should have at least two 
major airports with runways not 
less than 7500 feet in length and 
emphasized the importance of ade- 
quate facilities for feeder lines 
which would contribute to § St. 
Louis’ growth as a point at which 
long haul air cargoes would orig- 
inate, 


Sample Shipment. 


“The coming feeder operations 
are just as important to the ulti- 
mate accomplishment of a nation- 
wide co-ordinated system as are 
the present trunk line operations,” 
he said. 

At the New York offices of Air 
Cargo, Inc., officers described a 
detailed study of several hundred 
commodities and articles being 
made to determine what rates 
would be necessary to make their 
transportation by air between va- 
rious points economical. As an ex- 
ample of the research under way, 
a report by George F. Bauer, Air 
Cargo traffic analyst who formerly 
was export manager of the Auto- 
mobile Manufacturers’ Association, 
was cited. rie 

This study involved shipment 
from Hartford, Conn., to Bogota, 
Colombia, of five portable type- 
writers valued at $140 and weigh- 
ing 105 pounds including a 30- 
pound packing case, Surface ship- 
ment distance was 3128 miles re- 
quiring 1g days; air distance, 2700 
miles traveled in 72 hours. 


Total railroad and ship transpor- 
tation cost $14.94, At 15 cents’ a 
! ton-mile by air, the cost was 
$20.25. However, it was found 
possible to eliminate the heavy 
packing case, saving a cost of 
$1.75 and 20 pounds of weight 
when a light carton was used. This 
difference in weight resulted in a 
further saving of $3.85 in trans- 
portation cost and 26 cents in du- 
ties based on weight. 


Feeder, Pickup Routes. 


Since there was a saving of 15 
days in air transportation, the in- 
terest on the value of the typewrit- 
ers and the cost of financing a 
higher inventory when slower 
transportation is used, was com- 
puted at 70 cents. Insurance on 
the shipment was reduced 41 cents 
because of the shorter period, in 
transit and less rehandling. 

These benefits amounted to $6.97, 
thus making air shipment actually 
cheaper than surface carriers by 
$1.66 at a 15-cent rate. In addition,

HEN Eric Johnston, president of the 
W Chamber of Commerce of the United 

States, was in England last summer 
he found the great financial and industrial 
leaders of Great Britain distressed about the. 
postwar effect of the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Law which prevents American firms from 
entering legally into the international car- 
tels that enable a few corporations control- 
ling raw materials, basic patents or un- 
equalled resources to monopolize trade, fix 
prices and divide markets in various 
products. 

Lord McGowan, chairman of the board 
of Imperial Chemical Industries, Ltd., the 
British counterpart of the du Pont company 
and the German I. G. Farbenindustrie com- 
bination, expressed the British viewpoint in 
these words at a London dinner in honor 
of Johnston: 

‘IT see no hope for collaboration between 
British and American business unless the 
United States repeals its Sherman Anti-Trust 
Act. Can we in England look forward to 
that?” 

Johnston, who had urged in his speech 
that the two countries study and understand 
each other, candidly replied that he could 
see no chance of such repeal, because Amer- 
icans were against artificial monopolies. 
Suits Serve Notice on World 

Anti-Monopoly Laws Will Stand. 

He could have gone further by pointing 
out that the antitrust division of the De- 
partment of Justice is making a pattern of 
indictments and civil suits against American 
companies with cartel connections with the 
avowed purpose, among other things, of let- 
ting other countries know that the anti- 
monopoly laws are a part of the American 
business tradition, and that any postwar eco- 
nomic agreements, official or private, must 
take account of these laws. 

In charge of the present antimonopoly 
drive is Assistant Attorney General Wendell 
Berge, who left the New York law firm of 
Root, Clark, Buckner & Ballantine, in 1930 
—before the New Deal—to: join the anti- 
trust division. Berge, like his predecessor 
Thurman Arnold, now a Federal Court of 
Appeals Judge in Washington, believes that 
American freedom of enterprise should not 
be restricted by international agreements 
designed to limit production or to divide 
markets among a few self-chosen industrial- 
ists. Forty years old, Berge has spent the 
past 13 years fighting monopolies and cor- 
poration corruption. 

“The postwar period,” Berge told the 
Post-Dispatch, ‘“‘will be the ‘crucial phase 
for American economy. In the international 
settlements we must make certain that the 
conditions of free enterprise are securely 
established; otherwise we shall risk losing 
one of the principal objectives for which we 
afe fighting. 

“The solution of international trade prob- 
lems with countries whose internal economic 
systems are different from our own is highly 
important. It will be necessary for the 
United States to have a definite economic 
program for which we shall stand in confer- 
ences dealing with postwar world organiza- 
tion. This program must be one which 
protects free enterprise at home and which 
enables us to trade in world markets with- 
out committing ourselves to _ restrictive 
agreements which place this country at a 
disadvantage, ° 
Cartels the Most Dangerous 

Threats to Free Enterprise. 

“Cartels are the most dangerous and seri- 
ous threats to private enterprise. If they 
are allowed to resume their system of pri- 
vate economic government and to divide and 
rule strategic branches of world industry, we 
shall have slight chance to achieve full pro- 
duction or full employment. 

“The significance of cartels to American 
economy has been demonstrated time and 
again since the outbreak of the war in the 
lists of shortages of vital materials resulting 
from cartel restriction. Strenuous exertion

does have a tradition of intimate govern- 
mental participation in’ big business enter- 
prises. In Soviet Russia, Government and

porations. French, Dutch, Belgian and 
Swiss companies have participated in. cartels 
with governmental sanctions, and Nazi Ger- 
many used cartels, particularly those of I. G. 
Farben, as an instrument of Government 
policy. The Japanese Government and Jap- 
anese business men imitated the Germans, 


Thurman Arnold was the trust buster ex- 


traordinary who_yitalized the antitrust di- 
vision. He h ardent but less colorful 
disciple in Berge, who has gone more into 
the international agreements field than Ar- 
nold did, although cartels have always been 
an important concern of the division. 

The pattern of indictments and civil suits 
filed during the past few years, particularly 
within the last few months, outlines the 


‘problems which will confront the postwar 


planners of this country and our allies. 
Some deal with exotic products such as que- 
bracho extract, found almost exclusively in 
Argentina and Peru, which is used in tan- 
ning leather, while others deal with uni- 
versal products such as dyestuffs or war 
materials such as synthetic rubber and gaso- 
line. Some deal with comparatively small 
concerns which acquire a world monopoly by 
cornering the supply of a little known but 
essential product while others deal with gi- 
gantic corporations, Buch as the du Ponts, 
Standard Oil of New Jersey, General Aniline 
and Film Co., American Cynamid Co. and 
Bendix Aviation Co., which, because of their 
great capital, can freeze out competition. 


Pre-Pearl Harbor Agreements 
To Restore Markets to Germany. 


Before the United States entered the war, 
a few of the largest American corporations 
had agreements with British, German, Italian 
and Japanese companies which would have 
permitted German corporations to return to 
their trade monopolies in South America. 

A typical indictment, according to the De- 
partment of Justice, was against the National 
Lead Co., E. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co. 
and Titan Co., Inc., in which the alleged co- 
conspirators were I. G. Farbenindustrie of 
Germany, Imperial Chemical Industries of 
Great Britain, Montecanti of Italy and Ko- 
kusan Kogyo Kaibushiki Kaisha of Japan. 
The products involved were titanium com- 
pounds, which are essential to the war effort 
because they are used in the manufacture of 
paints, glass and rubber, displacing other 
materials such as lithopone and white lead. 
Titanium itself is the ninth most abundant 
element found on the earth’s surface. 

The indictment charged the American 
companies and the alleged co-conspirators 
with: 

1. Dividing up the world into exclusive, 
non-competitive areas, 

2. Suppressing competition and obtain- 
ing monopolistic control of the industry 
in the United States through the pooling 
of patents. 

3. Imposing a system of restrictive pro- 
duction on the few American manufac- 
turers permitted to continue in business, 
and subjecting them to the control of the 
cartel, 

The indictment asserted that National 
Lead and I. G. Farben jointly owned Titan- 
geselischaft, which was given exclusive

rights in Central and Eastern Europe and 
the Far East. South America was open ter- 
ritory for Titangeselischaft, National Lead 
and du Pont, but, according to the Depart- 
ment of Justice announcement, “‘the parties 
agreed not to compete in this market and 
assigned to each other certain customers.” 

The announcement continued: 

“At the outbreak of the present war 
Titangeselischaft was unable to supply the 
South American market, and National Lead 
agreed to supply Titangeselischaft’s cus- 
tomers and pay to the German company 
the profits received from sales made to such 
customers. This particular arrangement 
was canceled when the United States en- 
tered the war,” 

A typical civil suit was brought against 
Merck & Co., Inc., of Rahway, N. J., the 
largest producer of pharmaceutical chem- 
icals in the United States, in which E. Merck 
Chemical Works of Darmstadt, Germany, 
was named as a co-defendant. In this case, 
the Department unearthed a 60-year 
“treaty,” dated November, 1932, in which 
the New Jersey company, according to the 
complaint, was assigned the United States 
and Canada as exclusive territory, while 
Merck of Germany was assigned almost all 
the rest of the world, including Latin Amer- 
ica, 


Terms of the Merck ‘Treaty’ 
Set Forth in the Complaint. 


The complaint further charged: 

“Since the British blockade after the out- 
break of the war in 1939 prevented Merck 
of Darmstadt from exporting to many for- 
eign countries, particularly to Latin Amer- 
ica, it was agreed between the German and 
American companies that Merck of Rahway 
would supply Darmsfadt’s agents in South 
America but that the territorial provisions 
of the 1932 ‘treaty’ remained in effect, with 
Latin American markets returned to Merck 
of Darmstadt as exclusive territory after 
the war, 

“To carry out this agreement Merck of 
Rahway revived a dormant subsidiary, 
Powers - Weightman- Rosengarten Corpora- 
tion, to engage during the war in export 
business in territory assigned exclusively to 
Merck-Darmstadt. The purpose of using 
this dormant subsidiary was to enable 
Merck of Rahway more easily to abandon 
its export business in Darmstadt’s territory 
after the war. 

“Merck of Rahway not only intends to 
abandon all its export business in Darm- 
stadt’s territory after the war but to con- 
tinue the territorial division provided in the 
1932 ‘treaty’ until 1982.” 

In many of the civil suits, consent decrees 
have been obtained by the antitrust divi- 
sion. In some of the larger indictments, 
proceedings have been postponed at the writ- 
ten request of the Secretaries of War and 
the Navy because they would take high com- 
pany officials away from essential war work. 

For the postwar period, it is, significant 
that several of the consent decrees stipulate 
that if any of the defendants contemplate 
joining with foreign companies they must 
notify the antitrust division of all current 
transactions. This indicates that if it is 
necessary to relax the antitrust laws to 
enable American-British postwar economic 
co-operation, everything will be public and 
aboveboard. 


International Trade Registry 
With Government Proposed. 


Lord McGowan, speaking at the Johnston 
dinner, supported the cartel system and ad- 
vocated regulated production and prices as a 
means of ending unrestricted competition. 
In the House of Lords he has proposed that 
all private international trade agreements 
be registered with the Government. 

At least one important American business 
man is willing to go farther than Lord Mce- 
Gowan. At a meeting in September with 
Vice-President Henry A, Wallace and Berge, 
R. W. Gallagher, president of Standard Oil 
of New Jersey, who had claimed that Wal- 
lace had been inadequately informed about 
Standard’s participation in cartels, outlined 
his company’s views about international 
agreements, 

Out of this conference came an informal 
statement by Gallagher, which Berge says 
is not far from the Government’s position.

Some of the details are revealed 
only now in a pamphlet prepared 
by the United States section of 
the Anglo-American Caribbean 
Commission, 

“Submarines came in force,” the 
report says. “They not only at- 
tacked shipping of the vital pe- 
troleum and bauxite supply lines, 
but engaged in activities particu- 
larly designed to ‘soften’ the area. 
Small schooners carrying food and 
laborers from island to island were 
sunk by shellfire. U-boats brazen-. 
ly sailed into undefended harbors 
destroying shipping at anchor and 
at dock, and occasionally dropped 
shells on the islands themselves.” 


‘Caribbean Poorhouse.’ 


The pinch of hunger was 80 se- 
vere in Puerto Rico that on at 
least one occasion the island po- 
lice had to use force to prevent 
the spread of serious rioting. All 
the time the Axis radio kept harp- 
ing on the doom of the Caribbean. 

The present study is not limited 
to analysis of the Nazi threat and 
how it was overcome, Dealing 
broadly with the future of the 
area, the report suggests what 
long-term measures must be taken 
to raise the substandards of what 
has been called the “Caribbean 
poorhouse.” The work of the 
Anglo-American Caribbean Com- 
mission must obviously be contin- 
ued after the war in an effort to 
bring some sense out of the ran- 
dom collection @f peoples, _terri- 
tories and sovereignties scattered 
through the warm blue Caribbean. 


I recently came through that 
area in the course of an air trip 
to South America, Even the pass- 
ing visitor hears an echo of the 
deep disaffection which prevailed 
in these impoverished islands long 
In Jamaica be- 
fore the war, rioting and repeated 
violence grew out of unemploy- 
ment. In Trinidad likewise there 
was prolonged unrest. The visitor 
is told today that the island will 
not tolerate British rule when the 
war ends. 

The impact of the world con- 
flict in the first stages was two- 
fold. Construction by the United 
States of the bases acquired 
through the destroyer deal ab- 
sorbed all available labor in many 
areas. At the same time it stirred 
a boom that caused prices to rise 
rapidly, unsettling the relatively 
simple subsistence economy exist- 
ing in most of the area. 


War Caused Unemployment. 


With American. entry into the 
war after Pearl Harbor, more com- 
plex trouble quickly developed. In 
most of the region, which includes: 
the independent states of Cuba, 
Haiti and the Dominican Republic 
as well as the British islands, Brit- 
ish Guiana and British Honduras, 
The Netherlands and French pos- 
sessions, Puerto Rico and the Vir- 
gin Islands, sugar is the main crop. 
Normally very little foodstuff is 
raised and basic supplies as well 
as luxury foods are imported. At 
the outbreak of hostilities the 
Caribbean was producing 16 per 
cent of the world’s sugar, 

The major sugar-consuming na- 
tions quickly imposed import re- 
strictions on sugar and rationed 
consumers. Boats were needed for 
more valuable cargoes, With the 
fall of France all European mar- 
kets were lost. The submarine 
warfare cut deeply into the ships 
that were still available for the 
sugar trade. On docks and in the 
cane fieldg workers were idle. 

In many places in the Caribbean, 
far from creating employment, the 
effect of the war was to cause 
wholesale unemployment. This was 
particularly true in Puerto Rico. 
There in August, 1942, more than 
12 per cent of the population was 
totally unemployed. To get some 
idea of what this meant, in March,

The desperate situation was re- 
flected in flareups of violence. 
There were serious disturbances in 
the Bahamas in June, 1942, and in 
Jamaica in June and July. At St. 
Lucia two torpedoed ships were 
looted in the harbor of Castries. 


Efforts to work out a solution 
were complicated by division of 
authority, not only between differ- 
ent governments but within the 
administration in Washington. 
Nine regular Cabinet departments 
and 10 emergency agencies exer- 
cised some degree of civil respon- 
sibility in the Caribbean area, 


Joint Commission Founded. 


It was with the hope of cutting 
through this complicated tangle 
that the Anglo-American Carib- 
bean Commission was founded on 
March 9, 1942, with Sir Frank 
Stockdale co-chairman for Britain 
and Charles W. Taussig for the 
United States. Shortly after it 
was formed, members traveled 
throughout the region to deter- 
mine the most acute needs. It was 
at this time that Under Secretary 
of State Sumner Welles wrote to 
President Roosevelt warning of 
the necessity to “act immediately 
to alleviate 2 situation that threat- 
ens the military and political posi- 
tion of the United States in the 
Caribbean.”

Crowley came to hig new post with the most 
flattering of praise from Jesse Jones: “The Presi- 
dent could net have selected a better qualified 
man for jhe important assignment... .” 

And how has Crowley functioned in the impor- 
tant assignment?. How has the “fresh start with 
new men” operated in bringing order out of the 
confusion into which the foreign economic setup 
had fallen under the hobbles of von Jones’ stall- 
ing and interference? ° 

The sad and disillusioning hints have beeii told 
to our readers in the last few days in a series 
of articles by Marquis W. Childs of the Post- 
Dispatch Washington Bureau. 

It is a story of demoralization, eonfusion and 
low morale within the agency, of numerous res- 
ignations among disgusted officials,‘of ineffiti- 
ency which has crippled the important economic 
phases of the war effort, of bumbling and stum- 
bling by the highly touted agency chief, Leo 
Crowley, and worst of all, a gradual creeping 
back of the discredited Jesse Jones to dominant 
power because of Crowley's weak-kneed action in 
returning 13 vital agencies to his control.

Instead of turning out to be an administrator 
who could eleétrify hig agency into action and 
win loyal support among his subordinates, Crow- 
ley has proved to be a weakling and a fumbler, 
His caliber as an executive is shown by one epi- 
sode cited in the Post-Dispatch series: When a 
subordinate told him morale in the agency was 
Jow because of the uncertainty and confusion, 
Crowley indignantly said he wanted it under- 
stood that he desired good morale to prevail. As 
if morale were something that can be produced 
on order! 

An earlier episode showed him-up in an even 
worse light, when Crowley fired an expert econ- 
omist, John Bovingdon, because Martin Dies 
made the totally irrelevant charge that he had 
once been a ballet dancer, Instead of going to 
bat for a valuable employe with a wide knowledge 
of Japanese economy, Crowley sacrificed him to 
Dies and his narrow-minded heckling. 

These shortcomings as an executive might be 
forgiven if the new agency were getting results 
in the field. But it is not. The flow of vital 
war materials has not been speeded up. Deliv- 
eries and contracts suffer costly delays. Need- 
less red tape and wrangling prevail. The Brazil- 
ian program is described by an official as “a 
disgrace to the United‘ States.” Business men 
fill the air with complaints over Crowley’s meth- 
ods. Our agents abroad are handicapped, to the 
advantage of the alert British, who look ahead to 
postwar advantages. And Jesse Jones is batk 
(or was he ever away?) as the kingpin of the 
This raises the question: 
Was Crowley all along merely a stooge for the 
Texas banker who sits on the RFC’s money bags? 

The President himself has acknowledged the 
virtual breakdown of the Crowley agency by ig- 


- poring it entirely in a letter to Secretary.Stimson 


on Nov. 10, defining the work of various agencies 
in liberated areas of Europe. 

All this adds up to a vindication of Wallace 
and Perkins. It also points the finger to the 
crying need for an actual fresh start with new 
men, It calls for the elimination of Crowley 
from the picture, and also for that of Jesse 
Jones, whose incapacity was proved long ago. 

Now for a really fresh start, Mr. President!

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Recounition for the Walnut Tree 


Ss ‘The black walnut, as it grows in the Mississippi 


Valley, is one of nature’s kindest gifts to man;

The wood is needed for the stocks of rifles 
for our soldiers, and it is right that as long as 
the need exists, it should be devoted exclusively 
to that important use.

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New koues in the Insurance Plot 


An item of unfinished business to be taken up 
by Congress when it reconvenes after the holidays 
is the notorious bill designed to confer upon the 
insurance corporations the special favor of being 
perpetually free from any possible restraint under 
the Federal anti-trust laws. 

Heretofore, the backers of this bill, in the open 
at least, have been the powerful stock fire insur- 
ance corporations, Now comes Representative 
Emanuel Celler of New York, who has fought the 
proposed legislation against terrific odds, with the 
allegation that the big life insurance companies 
have thrown in their power in support of the 
demand for special privilege. 

He and other Congressmen, Celler discloses, 
have been deluged with letters from life insurance 
agents asking for passage of the bill which would 
declare that insurance is not commerce and there- 
fore not subject to the Federal Government's 
constitutional power over interstate commerce. 

When insurance agents join like sheep in a 
mass attempt to influence Congress in this matter, 
it is obvious they are merely complying with the 
requests of their principals. When the life insur- 
ance corporations join in the plot of the stock 
fire insurance companies, they are inviting atten- 
tion to some of their own practices and speeding 
the day when Congress will move to inquire 
exhaustively into all phases of the insurance 
business. 
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Action in the Prison Scandal 

Why it took Gov. Donnell so long to do some- 
thing about the charges that four State prison 
officials had improperly benefited from sub- 
sistence allowances and residence facilities pro- 
vided by the State is hard to understand. His 
belated direction to Attorney General McKittrick 
to make a full investigation is a step he should 
have taken weeks before. 

The Missouri Public Expenditures Survey, a 
private research organization, hag charged’ that 
Lloyd I. Miller, chairman of the State Penal 
Board, and three others connected with prison 
administration, unlawfully brought food from the 
prison commissary for the use of convicts who 
were employed as servants in their homes. The 
Penal Board hag permitted such use of prison 
food, although the Attorney General ruled sey-« 
eral years ago that the practice was illegal. 

The Public Expenditures Survey ‘also ques- 
tioned the adequacy of the $15 monthly rental 
paid by each of three prison officials for State- 
owned residences, 

The amount involved in the questioned food 
allowances is $9316. In all, there is no great 
amount of State funds in question. There is, 
however, an important principle at issue—Is petty 
graft under any circumstances to be condoned 
by the chief execiitive who is charged with the 
er: of law? 
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No More Nazi Prophecies 


Dr. Goebbels’ latest radio speech continues the 
old Nazi line of superlative confidence—“The Ger- 
man Reich is invincible’—but it definitely aban- 
dons the custom of predicting Nazi victory when- 
ever a new year comes along. Goebbels was very 
cagey in talking about the future, and said only: 
“We have become accustomed to the thought that 
the war will be very long. That is why I do not 
say 1944 will bring the end.” 

His caution is not surprising, considering how 
his boss came to grief in the business of predict- 
ing, and even announcing, victagy. For instance, 
on Jan. 30, 1941, Hitler gazed into his crystal 
ball and said: “Looking back on the past, I must 
say that to all intents and purposes, the year just 
ended and part of the previous year decided this 
war.” 

Reminder of this sweeping claim must be pain- 
fully embarrassing to the Fuehrer nowadays, 
Another passage in the same speech probably 
produces an even more painful memory: 

I have often read that the British intend to 
start a great offensive somewhere. My only 
desire is that they let me know beforehand, 
for I would be only too glad to evacuate the 
area. I would spare them all the difficulties 
of landing... 

Things have changed considerably, and Hitler 
isn’t making any such generous offers in these 


days of invasion jitters. 
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Radio as a Rail Safety Device 

The Association of American Railroads took 
some preliminary steps last week toward resum- 
ing and intensifying research, largely suspended 
because of the war, into radio as a safety device, 
This is the first proposal the railroads have made 
singe the terrible and needless wreck of Dec. 16 
in North Carolina, in which more than 70 per- 
sons lost their lives when a northbound train 
plowed into the wreckage of a southbound train. 

Strangely enough, the railroads, in coming for- 
ward with the proposal, at the same time dis- 
parage it to some extent. Their radio technicians 
say the public expects too much of it. They say 
that if a train were wrecked, itg radio equipment 
also would probably be wrecked. 

Undoubtedly that-is true. But if the radio 
remained in working condition one time in 10, 
the device would be worth using. Because it will 
not be infallible, it should be only one of several 
means by which a wrecked train would warn 
away approaching traffic. The railroads should 
therefore make still further proposals, and en- 
gage in still further types of work, toward the 
goal of preventing all preventable accidents. 

In this day when g0 many means of commu- 


. Nication are available, the public is bound to 


expect the railroads to do better—instead of 
worse, as they have been doing in the last several 
months—in signaling trains away from hazards. 
Radie telephone was adapted to railway use in 
Germany, and was placed in service on the crack 
Hamburg-Berlin Express, more than 15 years ago, 
It should at least be tried on our own roads,

A Plea for Food for Europe 


Saiwad Mirror 


Fifth winter of hunger and its grim companion, disease, grips 
the innocents in Nazi-occupied territory; children there have no 
more to eat for a whole day than ours have for breakfast; Greece 
is cited to show that relief need not be any help to the enemy.

Four grim winters have already taken 
their awful toll among the ravaged peoples 
of occupied Europe since this war began, 
and now a fifth, probably the grimmest of 
all, is upon them, 

Disease and malnutrition are on the march, 
moving in to destroy the helpless civilians, 
women and children, whd are imprisoned 
in Hitler’s European fortress. 

It is estimated by Belgian officials that 
20 per cent of the Belgian population will 
perish by the end of 1944. It is estimated 
that in Poland the war will destroy 50 per 
cent of the population, 

In Belgium, the most reliable estimates 
to be had indicate that tuberculosis has 
increased 800 per cent since May, 1940. 
Thirty-five per cent of Belgium’s 2,300,000 
children are reported tubercular now and 
40'per cent threatened, 

The alarming increase of contagious dis- 
ease in Holland is reported to have resulted 
in a German order to its armed forces to 
keep away from public gathering places. 

The reason for these horrible conditions 
is not hard to find. There is unquestion- 
ably a lack of medical care and supplies 
to combat disease, but it is the lack of 
‘proper food that has made the peoples of 
occupied Europe helpless to resist the in- 
roads of disease. 


One-Third of Our Ration 


Generally speaking, the children in occu- 
pied Europe have been forced to get along 
on about a third of the food we consider 
necessary. What our children eat for break- 
fast is equivalent to the ration that is al- 
lowed to children in the occupied countries 
for the entire day. 

In Norway the ration is better than the 
Polish people have, but it is still less than 
half the normal American diet. 

The consequences of malnutrition cannot 
be adequately measured in terms of deaths 
alone. The dangers of broken bodies and 
twisted minds among those who live are 
just as horrible to contemplate, and more 
far-reaching in their effect. 

Let it not be forgotten that the seeds of 
revenge that finally bore the bitter fruit of 
Nazism were planted in the hearts of the 
German people during the years of block- 
ade, despair and devastation following the 
last war, culminating, in the inflationary 
debacle of 1923. 

In the name of common humanit® and 
common sense, America and the other 
United Nations must offer their help to these 
innocent victims under the Nazi heel, 


Position of the British 


For three years “wé have been talking 
about it, but little has been accomplished 
except in Greece. Britain has taken the 
position that to send food to these starv- 
ing,people would defeat the military effec- 
tiveness of the blockade, and our State De- 
partment has in the past weakly acquiesced. 

The National Committee on Food for 
the Small Democracies, under the leader- 
ship of former President Hoover, under- 
took in 1940 and 1941 to work out a plan 
to provide relief for the people of Belgium, 
but the British refused to approve it. 

The efforts of various other groups in 
the occupied countries have been almost 
negligible. The military argument used 
against the proposals to send food to these 
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helpless victims of the war ovérlooks the 
admitted facts of the success achieved in 
handling the relief shipments to Greece. 
It overlooks also the admitted fact that 
7000 tons of food per month are going to 
prisoners of war in Germany itself with no 
appreciable loss to the enemy. 

If methods can be worked out whereby 
the delivery of food can be made to pris- 
oners of war in Germany without aiding 
the German war effort, and if the Swiss 
and Swedish commission handling Greek 
relief can deliver from 18,000 to 20,000 tons 
of foodstuffs to the people of Greece with- 
out aiding the Nazis, it can be done in the 
other countries, 


How Greek Relief Works 


Greek relief is supervised by a joint 
Swiss-Swedish neutral commission of 30, 
aided by 3000 local Greek committees in 
Greece itself. ‘The food is shipped in Swe- 
dish ships, and passage is arranged for 
the ships through the Allied blockade, 


To prevent Germany from gaining any 
advantage from the importation of food 
into Greece, the neutral governments of 
Switzerland and Sweden fifst obtained guar- 
antees that Germany would take no food- 
stuffs out of Greece. 

Since the relief authorities can make 
sure that the imported food goes to the 
Greeks for whom it is intended, and by 
agreement closely watched there is no op- 
portunity for Germany to remove what- 
ever other food might be available in the 
cougtry, it does not break the blockade on 
Germany’s war effort. 

It does, however, extend to the children 
of war-torn Europe a helping hand which 
may be able to stifle the otherwise inevit- 
able flames of bitterness and hate that may 


‘ again break out in another world conflagra- 


tion 20 years from now, when Europe's 
children of today become its leaders of 
tomorrow, 


HOUSEWIVES AND SUBSIDIES 


From the Chicago Sun. 

The issue of food subsidies is somewhat 
abstract, but the issue of raising the price 
of round steak, butter, milk, pork chops 
and bread is as concrete as a housewife’s 
daily shopping. 

When 100 housewives, members of the 
Chicago Federation of Consumers, paraded 
through the Loop the other day in support 
of subsidies, they, knew what they were 
doing. They knew that all the high-sound- 
ing generalities uttered in defense of the 
ban on subsidies come to this in the end: 

Without subsidies, the price of round 
steak will go up 5.2 cents immediately, and 
undoubtedly more later. 

Without subsidies, butter prices will jump 
9.9 cents and may well go higher. 

Without subsidies, milk and bread will 
cost at least a cent more, 

The House has voted to raise these prices 
and others by voting to ban subsidies, If 
other housewives and consumers generally 
do not want the cost of living deliberately 
raised by legislative action, they had better 
make their views known in the Senate, 
where the measure is scheduled to come 
up for decision soon, 

We urge consumers to let their Senators 
know how they feel about subsidies and 
higher food prices, 


Eventful Life of Jan Smuts, 
A Leader in Two World Wars 


“Jan Smuts: A Biography,” by F. &. Crafferd. 
(Doubleday, Doran & Co., Garden City, N. ¥.) 
Jan Smuts, world statesman, philosopher 

and South African military genius, is the 

proverbial giant oak that from a little acorn 
grew. In early childhood, he was so delicate 
that his parents despaired of his life. His 
father thought if he did survive, he might 

be immature mentally. Until he was 12, 

the boy was interested only in the changing 

seasons, and never left the farm home. 
Then his strength began to develop and 

Jan longed for knowledge. Entering school, 

he became leader of his class, and when 17, 

matriculated in Victoria College at Stellen- 

bosch. He learned Greek by committing a 

Greek grammar to memory in leas than a 

week. He was an omnivorous reader and 

shugned schoolmates for books. There he 
met “Isie” Krige, a Dutch-Huguenot beauty, 
who was to become his wife.

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When Cecil Rhodes, British statesman and 
at that time Prime Minister of Cape 
Colony, addressed the class at Victoria, 
Smuts was asked to deliver the response.

When the 
youth concluded, Rhodes advised the facul- 
ty, “Keep an eye on that young fellow.” 
Smuts became an idolizing disciple of the 
great Britisher, but broke with him in later 
years over what he called Rhodes’ betrayal 
of the Boers. 

From Victoria, Smuts entered Cambridge, 
where his academic achievements were bril- 
liant. Declining a professorship in England, 
he returned to South Africa to begin the 
practice of law. But lack of personality and 
his innate aloofness caused clients to pass 
him by. 

Then as now, crooked lawyers were plenti- 
ful as bugs in ancient Egypt, and Paul 
Kruger, President of the Transvaal, was 
searching for a barrister who was meticu- 
lously honest. Smuts was reconmimended for 
the place. Oom Paul was amazed by Smuts’ 
boyish appearance, but appointed him, and 
they became intimates. Smuts was Kruger’s 
right-hand man during the Boer War, and 
served with distinction as a General,

After the Boers’ defeat, Smuts took up 
the cudgels for the British Empire in 
Africa. In the First World War, he was 
an outstanding General, fighting for Britain 
with the courage that had marked his cam- 
paign for the Boers against Englan@ a 
decade before. After capturing German 
East Africa for the British, Smuts was in- 
vited to London, to become a member of 
the War Cabinet. The service he rendered 
the Allied cause in that capacity and elise- 
where prompted Winston Churchill to call 
him “the most amazing genius of the war.” 

Among the heroes of Great Britain today, 
still carrying on gallantly, there are few so 
beloved as Jan Smuts. This biography is 
a bang-up book, and all who do not read 
it, ought to regret it.

Speedy Cape Gloucester Victory 


Due to Adequate Arms, Sea-Air Aid

HE four-day jungle blitzkrieg at Cape Gloucester by United 
States Marines was strong proof that experienced, determined

the southwest Pacific. 


Cape Gloucester on New Brit- 
ain’s rain-soaked western tip, 
strategic because it commands the 
sea road toward Truk and Ma- 
nila, had typical Japanese de- 
fenses but it fell with seemingly 
little resistance.

found the enemy force had fled} 


down the opposite side in order to 
escape the terrific barrage and 
still was too dazed to return to 
man its guns. 

‘Approximately 800 Japanese 
were reported to have been left 
to guard the landing beaches. The 
ship bombardment, followed by a 
terrific pounding from the air, 
gent them either to hospitals or 
fleeing into the jungle and they 
put up no resistance. 

As the Marines drove toward 
the airfield, the Japanese pinned 
their hopes of stopping them on a 
point the Marines called “Zero- 
Zero” which jutted into the sea 
north of an airstrip. 

The Japanese put 75-mm. guns 
and smaller artillery pieces along 
the trail, backed up by typical 
earthen machine-gun positions, 
and waited for the Marines to 
come to them,

and sent their General Sherman 
medium tanks ahead when they 
sighted the enemy’s® positions.

The Marines were magnificent in 
this show. The Japanese tried all 
their tricks up to eerie night at- 
tacks but they died before our po- 
sitions with as many as 600 killed 
in one mad assault.

The total number of enemy dead 
at Gloucester is not known defi- 
nitely but is well above 1000. Ma- 
rine casualties were only a frac- 
tion of that number.

HE judgment that “the Ger- 
‘Man economy cannot possibly 
be expanded to meet the in- 
creasing strength and pressure of 


the United Nations in 1944” was 


made public today by the Foreign 
Economic Administration, 


Japan, on the other hand, un- 
doubtedly will be able to boost its 
production of nearly all kinds of 
arms in_4944, even though a pov- 
erty of shipping handicaps its ex- 
ploitation of captured territory, 
the FEA report said. 


If left in possession of its con- 
quests for 20 or 30 years, it was 
stated, Japan “might easily reach 
the first rank of industrial na- 
tions.” A collapse of Germany 
would not affect directly the Japa- 
nese economy, it was held, since 
Japan already is almost wholly 
self-sufficient. 

The findings were prepared by 
William T. Stone, director of 
FEA’s special areas branch, which 
handles economic warfare analysis. 


Can Meet Present Offensives. 


As summarized by FEA, Stone’s 
conclusions were: 

Germany — “German-dominated 
Europe is now producing war ma- 
terials adequate to a prolonged 
war of defense against Allied of- 
fensives of the present magnitude. 
While economic strains will doubt- 
less contribute to German political 
and military deterioration during 
the year, these in themselves will 
not be sufficiently serious to cause 
a German collapse. However, the 
German economy cannot possibly 
be expanded to meet the increas- 
ing strength and pressure of the 
United Nations offensives in 1944.” 


Japan—‘“Japan has passed the 
peak of its industrial plant expan- 
sion,.but will undoubtedly be able 
to increase the production of arm- 
aments for defense in 1944, Ship- 
ping remains the chief economic 
weakness which prevents Japan|! 
from fully exploiting conquered 
territories and expanding further 
its economic base. 

“Japan has failed to capitalize 
fully on its conquests since Pearl 
Harbor. Primarily the measure 
of Japan’s war production is the 
capacity of its pre-Pearl] Harbor 
industrial plant rather than the 
raw material resources of its re- 
cent conquests.”

It may 
have been a carefully calculated 
and adjusted operation, intended 
to do no more than to hold open 
the gate while the bulk of the 
troops between the Dnieper and 
the Bug were withdrawn to new 
offensive positions. 

If this ig so, then it may have 
succeeded. Nothing that has hap- 
pened yet is inconsistent with this 
point of view, which is much more 
closely related to the realities of 
the German defensive strategy than 
the idea of retaking Kiev. 

If this more sober assessment 
of the German purpose is the cor- 
rect one, however, we shall at once 
see the beginning of a general 
German withdrawal all along the. 
front from Zaporozhe to Fastov, a 
withdrawal, that is, from the vicin- 
ity of the Dnieper back toward the 
line of the’ Bug. There are some 
indications of the commencement 
of such a withdrawal in the Rus- 
sian reports of advances by their 
troops in the Zaporozhe sector. 
In any case, the Germans must 
now give up all idea of maintain- 


ing a winter line based on the 
great north-south railway Lenin- 


grad-Vitebsk-Orsha-Mogilev- Koros- 
ten-Zhitomir-Berdichev. They have 
fought hard to keep a front some- 
where to the eastward of this rail- 
way, which has been so important 
to them as a lateral line of com- 

nications, but it has been over- 
run-by the Russians both in the 
Vitebsk and the Korosten areas,

Deep Withdrawal Likely. 


Therefore, while it is yet toe 
early to throw up our hats over 
German disaster in the south, 
which is not yet assured by any 
means, we can begin to think in 
terms of a possible German with- 
drawa! in great depth on the Rus- 
sian front—a withdrawal forced 
on them in the north by. the threat 
to their whole northern flank of 
the Russian break-through at 
Vitebsk, in the center by the Rus 
sian pressure west of Gomel, in 
the south by Russian break-through 
to Korosten and Skvira, and ins 
general by the loss of their main 
lateral railway. 


It is altogether possible that 
the Germans may go very far 
back once they really begin to 
withdraw. Purely military consid- 
erations would suggest a with 
drawal all the way to the Dniester 
and the Niemen, with the Pripet 
marshes as an obstacle in the cen- 
ter of the line. 

This is the shortest front on 
which the Germans could make a 
stand against the Russians. It 
would have the further advantage 
of having short lines of supply; 
and it would take the Russians 
a long time to mount an offensive 
against it if the Germans applied 
the scorched earth policy ruthless- 
ly to all the intervening territory. 

But the Germans may not yet 
be prepared to go back this far. 
They may choose to fight more de 
laying actions, while further fm- 
proving the defenses of the short 
line—and they may then retreat 
suddenly to the short line when 
they think the moment is at hand 
for the Anglo-American invasion 
of Western Europe, thus freeing s 
number of divisions as a reserve 
force against the western attack. 

Careful examination of the Ger- 
man disposition does not suggest 
any means by which they can build 
up a reserve for the west except 
by a withdrawal in Russia, or by 
completely giving up Italy or the 
Balkans or both.

1943 Report Favors

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—Taking 
a firm stand on a contentious post- 
war issue that fainter hearts have 
hesitated to touch, the influential 
but usually arch-conservative Na- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers issued a report this week urg- 
ing competition in postwar inter- 
national air transport. 

In so doing the association put 
its strength behind the 16 United 
States domestic airlines which are 
militantly opposing the hope of 
Pan American Airways of securing 
postwar continuation of-its prewar 
monopoly of the American inter- 
national airlines. 

Issue Before Clark Committee, 

The decision of the association 
seems certain to have effect on 
Senator Bennett Champ Clark’s 
subcommittee on post war aviation, 
which has been holding closed 
hearings for the last several 
months. It is one of the most 
significant questions ! confronting 
the committee, which is aware of 
the artful jockeying for power now 
going on behind the scenes among 
the nation’s airline companies. 

The N. A. M. rejected the thesis 
of “one big airline” for operation 
of the country’s international com- 
mercial airlines, a thesis forwarded 
by Pan American on the basis of 
its heroic pioneering work and on 
the claim that its past experience 
would enable it to do the job 
efficiently. 

In backing up the positfon of 
the 16 domestic airlines, N. A. M. 
paralleled the recent action of the 
interdepartmental committee of 
Government air experts. This 
committee, headed by Assistant 
Secretary of State Adolph A. Berle 
Jr., supported the competition 
formula in a confidential report 
containing the Government’s first 
official blueprint for basic policy 
in the postwar aviation world. 

Supports “Freedom of Air.” 

The N. A. M.’s forthright decla- 
ration on the air competition con- 
troversy and on other vital post- 
war subjects is contained in the 
1943 report of its postwar commit- 
tee, as finally approved by the 
N. A. M. board of directors. Like 
Berle’s interdepartmental commit- 
tee, the report also comes out for 
“freedom of the air” in principle, 
with the modifying restriction that 
nations should retain the right to 
confine foreign planes to specified 
transit bases. 

“International machinery will be 
needed to supervise international 
air transport, in. view of the world- 
wide nature of‘such transport and 
the risk that air power developed 
for commercial purposes may be 
used for war purposes,” the N, A. 
M. says. 

“There has been an international 
commission for air navigation 
since 1922, and there have. been 
over a hundred bipartite treaties 
regulating air transport. But with 
the enormous expansion of air 
transport expected in the postwar 
years, there should be a revision 
and co-ordination of past efforts 
to regulate such transport, and a 
definite international body should 
be provided for this purpose.” 

Many Other Suggestions. 

The recommendation for inter- 
national air transport co-operation 
is only one of many suggestions 
for world co-operation in the re- 
port, possibly pointing to a ne 
approach by the association to in- 
ternational problems. It urges 
“correlated action between the va- 
rious states of the world,” re-estab- 
lishment of the world court and 
creation of an international polic- 
ing force to keep the peace. 

Sounding strangely like an echo 
ffom Wendell L. Willkie’s book, 
“One World,” an echo that appears 
anomalous against the background 
of the association’s past caution, 
the report asserts that we cannot 
be prosperous by attempting to 
stay aloof from the problems of 
the rest of the world. 

It goes on in this international 
vein: “The prospect for domestic 
prosperity is definitely enhanced in 
the United States if external con- 
ditions are favorable. Interna- 
tional insecurity leads to huge 
armaments and heavy taxes. We 
want world conditions which make 
it safe for this nation’s -manufac- 
turing plants to devote themselves 
to making civilian goods instead of 
weapons of destruction. 

“We can enjoy greater domestic 
prosperity if other parts of the 
world, or at least most of it, are 
able to trade with’ us and each 
other. In short, we are not in- 
ternational altruists when we say 
that sustained prosperity and 
wellbeing in the postwar United 
States will largely depend on the 
maintenance of worldwide peace 
and order, and the absence of 
economic stagnation in other im- 
portant nations.” 

Co-operation for Peace. 

In the world of today, the ac- 
tions of separate national govern- 
ments acting separately cannot 
maintain reasonable global order, 
it continues. Only by concerted 
international study and action on

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1 (AP).— 
Century-old tradition, with a ser- 
enade and toasts quaffed in hot 
buttered rum, was observed by the 
Marines Corps today as Lt. Gen. 
Alexander A. Vandegrift became 
eighteenth commandant of the 
corps. 

It was in 1801—or thereabouts 
—that the Marine band first stood 
before the quarters of the com- 
mandant and played stirring mar- 
tial musi@ as a new Marine chief 
took office. Always since then the 
tradition has been observed. To- 
day the band seranaded Vande- 
grift with the Marine Hymn, a 
new march bearing his name, and 
“Dixie,” for his home is in Vir- 
ginia, 

Then, still carrying on tradition, 


the band leader, Capt. William F. 


Santelmann, joined Vandegrift on 
the steps. of the commandant’s 
home stepped inside and drank a 
toast with the new commandant. 
The entire Marine Band then filed 
into the commandant’s home to 
join in additional toasts. 
Vandegrift, who commanded 
troops which drove the Japanese 
from Guadalcanal, and led the in- 
vasion at Empress Augusta Bay 
on Bougainville, succeeded Lt.

and economic arrangements, and 
(f) refusal of government heads to 
enforce principles and provisions 
to which their nations had sub- 
scribed.” 

On “practical grounds,” the 
N.A.M. recommended that no re- 
parations be exacted from the de- 
feated enemy for damage caused 
by military aggression, but only 
for nonmilitary damage, such as 
looting. 

Wartime controls of prices, 
wages, jobs, materials and ration- 
ing may have to be continued for 
some time after the last shot is 
fired, the report finds, adding that 
this appears justifiable. But all 
war controls should expire by leg- 
islation 12 months after hostilities 
end, or at such earlier date as 
economic situations specified by 
statute exist.

Americans Against Monopoly. 

In his speech to the London din- 
ner, Johnston declared that Amer- 
ican public opinion was over- 
whelmingly opposed to private ar- 
tificial monopolies. 

“Virtually alone among the 
world’s great nations,” he said, 
“the United States has legislated 
emphatically against artificial 
monopoly and artificial trade prac- 
tices. Our laws utterly forbid such 
domestic devices as the dividing of 


markets, the allocation of outputs 


and the fixing of prices by trade 
groups. 

“No American, therefore, can in- 
telligently and sincerely promise 
you co-operation in any system of 
worldwide cartels. Our law is un- 
sympathetic toward it and our 
temperament is hestile toward it. 
The average American would call 
it economic imperialism and he is 
against it.” 

Changes May Be Necessary. 

Berge told the Post-Dispatch 
that he would not forecast what 
changes, if any, would be made in 
the antitrust laws as the result 
of postwar conferences between 
governments. 

“Some changes,” he said, “may be 
necessary if we are to participate 
in economic co-operation through- 
out the world. I personally can- 
not see why American companies 
are unwilling to take their own 
chances in the international field, 
although I realize that in many 
instances they will be competing 
against corporations partly Gov- 
ernment-owned and that they will 
probakly be operating in countries 
having official import and export 
restrictions, Some changes in our 
laws may be necessary to meet 
these situations. 

“Our present program against 
cartels is putting other nations on 
notice that we have such laws 
and that our people believe in 
them. If Congress eventually de- 
cides to change those laws we 
will be doing it with our eyes 
open, recognizing the abuses of the 
past. 

“Will Congress liberalize the 
antitrust laws? I don’t know. The 
evidence at present tends the other 
way. Perhaps an expanding world 
economy will make changes un- 
necessary. But in any postwar 
agreements .between governments, 
our representatives, because of the 
Department’s program, will know 
what the law and the problems 
are, and I think these representa- 
tives will be in a stronger position 
as the result of our present pro- 
ceedings.”

War I, says that this time “we shall have to mix realism with our 
idealism.” In a speech last Tu accepting the Woodrow Wilson 
Foundation medal for distin service, he called for a postwar 
international organization to keep the ce, with the defected 
enemy Powers excluded from membership until they had been 
“cur [ their dangerous obsessions.” He proposed that Britain, 
Russia, the United States and China lead in the formation of this 
organization among the United Nations, that they keep thé peace 
until it is established, and that it have a stronger covenant against 
aggressors than the League of Nations had. fr an earlier address 
he made the provocative suggestion that, in order that Britain be- 
come more nearly the economic al of the United States and 
Russia, the smaller democracies of Western Europe join in “the next 
world-wide British system.” Smuts is 73 years old, of Dutch and 
Se descent, and was educated in law. He fought the 
British skillfully in the Boer War, was a successful British general 
in World War I and served in the Lloyd George war cabinet. He 
overcame strong opposition to take South Africa into World War II 
beside Britain and became its Prime Minister. The bearded watrior- 
statesman has written books and received many honorary schol- 
astic degrees. Married in 1897, he fathered two sons and four 
daughters.

A Photographic Report of an Amazing Phenomenon 
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Dionisio Pulido, Tarascan Indian, credited with being 
the only person who ever saw a volcano born. He saw 
Paricutin break through the surface of his cornfield last 
ebruary 20. : 


N FEBRUARY 20, 1943, something happened in the State of 
Michoacan, Mexico, which, so far as is known, had not 
happened in the Americas for 183 years and some months: 

A volcano was born. Heralded more than a week of earth- 
quakes, it came into existence in a cornfield 200 miles west (air 

. line) of Mexico City, was named Paricutin (pronounced Pah-ree- 
koo-TEEN) after the nearest village, and soon simultaneously at- 
tained celebrity and blighted its vicinity with flows of lava and 
an almost continuous rain of cinders, hot rocks and c ash, 
The last ee recorded birth of a volcano in this hemie- 

' phere was thei of El Jorullo, which occurred September 29, 1759, 
about 50-miles southeast of where Paricutin is thundering and 
spouting. Jorullo was active only a short time. The new natural 
wonder has been giving scientists of the Americas a unique op- 
portunity to study the “infancy” of a volcano, Geologists have 
been watching it since its second day. 

The cornfield where Paricutin. came into existence was 
farmed by a Tarascan Indian, Dionisio Pulido. When he saw 
smoke coming from a small hole in the ground, he notified the 
Presidente of San Juan de Parangaricutiro, four miles away, and 
returned with a group to find the hole 30 feet deep and emittin 
dense black smoke. That night the first explosion hasnmedk 
Paricutin has been erupting ever since; recently most of the ma- 
terial has been coming from the crater El Zapicho, which ap- 
peared at the base of the original cone in October, and from 
several other vents on the slope of the volcano. ; 

Paricutin grew rapidly. a week old, it was 550 feet 
in height; when visited by Post-Dispatch photographers in Octo- 
her it had reached a height of 1500 feet, and seemed to be about 
1000 feet across the top and about 2500 feet in diameter at the 
base. The cone being formed by the new crater was much 
smaller, of course. 

Explosions of the volcano have been occurring at intervals 
of a few seconds, with each explosion a mass of material being 
thrown several hundred feet in the air; above this column are 
dark clouds of ash, and higher yet are white vapor clouds, Fre- 
quently bombs of red hot lava, some as large as a house, are 
shot high into the sky, resembling, at night, a mighty fireworks 
display. They have pitted the ground for hundreds of feet around 
the volcano. Bee iia 

Although lava from Paricutin started ap two days or 
so after the beginning of the volcano, it did not come from the 
vent whence issued the explosions, but from a fissure in the earth 
about 1000 feet away. It was not until the middle of June that 
lava began flowing from the cone, and then it did not come over 
the lip of the crater, but, through the sides of the cone. There 
have been a number of these flows, one of the earliest of which 
got as far as the village of Paricutin, about three miles away, in 
three days. Since the crater E] Zapicho started building a cone 
of its own the activity of the main crater-has diminished. 

Within a radius of some 20 miles from the volcano the 
countryside bears the marks of Paricutin’s violence. The town 
of San Juan de Parangaricutiro, four miles from the volcano, and 
even Uruapan, about 20 miles away, have to keep clearing de- 
posits of ash from roofs and streets. The village of Paricutin, 
virtually buried under cinders and ash, has had to be abandoned, 
as have farms in the immediate vicinity; some 5000 refugees from
